Children produce better work 
in class while sitting in rows 


| Children work better seated in rows 
tnan around tables and prefer the 
: traditional arrangement, according to 
a recent survey carried out by the 
University of Birmingham's depart- 
ment of educational psychology. . 

Researchers studied two junior 
classes of mixed-ability children aged 
between 10 and 11, both of which 
normally sat around tables. Measure- 
ments were taken over two weeks of 
classes and the behaviour of pupils 
while working at their usual tables, 
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then for two weeks seated in rows, and 
finally for another two weeks back at 
tables was studied. 

The children's behaviour while 
working was found to be around 15 per 
cent higher overall in both cases while 
silting In rows. When they changed 
back to tables they complained (hat 
(hey preferred sitting in rows. 

The researchers claim that- table 1 
scaling makes contact between the 
children easier. "It amounts , to little 
short of cruelty to place children in 
manifestly social contexts and then 
to expect them to work independent- 
ly," they say. 

They stress, however, that they 
are not advocating a return, to rows 
for ail work but just when children 
need to concentrate on a specific 
task without distraction. Rows would 
be inappropriate for small group dis- 
cussions or group topic work. .

Meanwhile, at the first meeting of :

One area on which there was 
broad agreement last Friday was 
over n basic professional grade for 
the job of teaching which would re- 
ward those who stay in the class- 
room. However, further considera- 
tion has to be given on defining the 
criteria for promotion. j 
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The production of a play written for 
schools television has been blocked by 
the Inner London Education Author- 
ity, according to the piny's author, 
Mr John Bowen. 

The ploy, which was written for 
Thames Television's schools depart- 
ment, has been rejected at the In- 
stigation of the ILEA, Mr Bowen 
says. 

The play la called A High Priority, 
and concerns a 15-year-old white girl 
from o working class family who be- 
comes pregnant by a 16-year-old 
black boy at the same school. He 
does not want to marry her and, 
despite strong pressure from many 
people to have on abortion, she In- 
sists on having the child. 

Tile play was commissioned by 
Thames last December and accepted 
by the company last June. But when 
Thames approached the ILEA for 
permission to film background shots 
In a school, the authority’s officials 
stipulated that filming could only 
start if the parents of every identifi- 
able child were shown the script and 
approved of It. 

Thames have now decided to shelve 
the production until the points raised 
have been discussed In more detail. 

In a letter to The TES John Bowen 
says (he issue Is “Not merely that a 
play accepted, paid for and scheduled 
for production should at the last mo- 
ment be censured out of existence." 

He adds: "But In this case the Issue 
Is also that the ultimate censor should 
not be the television company, far 
less (he IBA, but the ILEA* that 
bastion of social lit freedom, to which 
I am not os the writer, responsible 
nor should Thamesi my employer, 
be." 

Mr Peter Scroggs, executive pro- 
ducer of Thames Television’s schools 


department, said this week that the 
ILEA's attitude confirmed "n good 
deal uf uneasiness we had about the 
play". 

Criticism of the play appears to 
centre on the portrayal of two char- 
acters who are overtly racist: the 
girl's father who turns her out when 
the baby Is born, and a landlord who 
threatens to go to the National Front 
In an effort to gel licr evicted. 

In a letter to John Bowen dated 
July 20, Peter Scroggs wrote: "When 
1 first read the play I was unhappy 
that the basic theme of Sheila’s 
motivation and her struggle for sur- 
vival bad been complicated by the 
issue of the baby's colour. 

"Many teachers would no doubt be 
happy to use the reactions of the 
father and (he landlord os a starling 
point for exploring colour prejudice 
but our experience is that schools 
prefer these days to approach black/ 
while relationships from a more posi- 
tive angle. There is always a dsk jbat 
(he portrayal of siniple-dilnded rac- 


ism merely confirms the prejudice of 
a proportiau of the audience." 

John Bowen replied that "while re- 
serving my own position - which Is 
that simple-minded racism does exist 
and that It is both more honest and 
more wise to base one’s teaching on 
what is than on what one would 

S refer to be - I am quite prepared to 
Iscusa with the ILEA their abjec- 
tions to the script". 

Mr Bowen's request for a meeting 
with the ILEA officials bos been 
turned down by Mr Scrogga. He has 
now contacted the Writer’s Guild, 
which In turn has passed his letter on 
to the Race Relations Board for an 
opinion. The ILEA declined to com- 
ment al this stage.

Lead level 
linked 
withlQ

Children with what were (bought to 
be safe levels of lead in their blood 
have lower IQs than average, a pilot 
study has found. 

The study of London primary 
school children claims to have found 
an IQ deficit in children whose blood 
lead contents fell within levels de- 
fined .is acceptable by the EEC. 

The survey of 166 children wns 
earned out by Dr Richard Lansdown 
and Dr William Yule who were 
members of the Lawther Committee. 
Tins committee reported last year 
that there was no convincing evi- 
dence of lead effects on children at 
riood lead concentrations below 3S 
microgrammes per 100 millilitres. 

Children in this latest study had 
blood lead levels of between seven 
to 33 microgrammes per 100 ml. and 
an IQ deficit of seven points was 
observed in those whose levels were 
typical of urban children. 

. There were, says the researchers 
in a report to he published in the 
October issue of Developmental 
Medicine find Child Neurology, signi- 
ficant associations between blood 
lead levels and attainment scores on 
tests of reading, spelling and intelli- 
gence, but not on mathematics. 

In 141 children whose social class 
was known, there was n significant 
relationship between social class and 
lead levels and higher levels were 
found in children from lower soda- 
economic groups. 

But the author say that further 
research paying more attention to 
social factors is needed.

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Broaden definition of entry qualifications, ex-principal says 

Breaking knowledge barriers 


by Bert Lodge 

“Life experience" should be classed 
as an academic qualification for 
going to university and part-time 
study should have the same status as 
full-time, says a former principal of 8 
teacher training college in a book 
out this week. 

In The Knowledge Revolution , Mr 
Norman Evans, formerly principal of 
Bishop Lonsdale College, Derby, 
also calls for a massive expansion of 
credit transfer, where qualifications 
gained at one college are accepted 
By another so the student’s course 
can proceed without interruption. 

Mr Evans ridicules the idea that 
the only people suitable for higher 
education are those with two passes 
at A level. Nor should broadening 
entrance requirements stop nt simply 
accepting other examination passes. 
“It means first finding out what peo- 

E le know irrespective of how they 
avc acquired that knowledge," he 
writes. 

“Second, it means providing an 
ante-room to degree study as a pro- 
ving ground for those who are deter- 
mined to attempt it but appeal to 
have little else to offer as evidence 
of their suitability."

English examination syllabuses must 
be changed to include literature from 
beyond Britain and the United 
States, the Association for the 
Teaching of Caribbean and African- 
Literature (ATCAL) resolved at Its 
fourth annual conference in Man- 
chester. 

The association is to work with 
other international groups for 
changes at all levels of schooling. 

Most syllabuses have a narrow 
view of English literature which was 
valid 30 years ago, but which does 
not take into account how the lan- 

S and literature have change, 
ites said. 

With major contributions to litera- 
ture coming from Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada, the Caribbean, 
AfricR and Asia it is now more accu- 
rate to speak of “literature in En- 
glish" than English literature. 

Delegates said they were not 
trying to devalue the contribution of 
the major English authors up to the 
1950s, but were determined to chal- 
lenge the attitude of English ex- 
amination boards. 

The London Regional Examining 
Board hBS already introduced an op- 
tion in African and Canibbean liter- 
ature, and while this was welcomed, 
delegates felt that its designation as a 


cedes, but adds that some universi- 
ties are not so keen on it as others 
and the total accepted in this way is 
small. No more than 15 per cent a 
year are admitted without formal 
matriculation requirements to de- 
grees in polytechnics and cojleges 
validated by the Council for National 
Academic Awards.

This type of student should be 
ublc to relate what he studies to the 
life experience be has already ac- 
quired, Mr Evans believes.

The very small provision for credit 
transfer is a serious discouragement to 
the part-time student. Yet they 
should be brought into the main- 
stream of academic work. This will 
never happen however until manda- 
tory gTonts are associated only with 
full time students. 

“One simple approach would be lo 
award an entitlement for financial 
support for a given period of full 
time study or its part time equivalent 
to each man and woman nt the point 
when they began a higher education 
course.”

New session, new climate of hope 


BILBAO: In sharp contrast to the 
chaotic beginnings to previous school 


years, this year’s retorno of nine mil- 
lion Spanish children promises to be 
smooth sailing. 

Education authorities are guarded- 
ly optimistic that the bureaucratic 
bungling and the subsequent confu- 
sion ana protests of former opening 
terms are things of the past. 

After a relatively quiet year, mar- 
red only by a lengthy teuchers’ 
strike, tne Government lias stream- 
lined its educational services and 
offered 300,000 new school places. It 
has reformed the primary school 
school curriculum, handed over edu- 
cational jurisdiction to the locnl Bas- 
que and Catalan governments, and 
eased the transfer of state teachers 
from one province to another. A 
new ministerial team maintains u 
steady flow of information and dis- 
creetly puts up new ideas for com- 
ment in preference to the inflexible 
imposition of the past. 

Groups of expert educational trou- 
ble shooters have been sent to each 
province to detect potential problems 
nnd solve them- on the spot. 

Aware' that social and physical 
pressures motivated the upheavals oi 
recent years, the bureaucrats have 
concentrated on maximum physical 
coverage. Crash school building 
programmes have assured all pupils 
of at least a roof over their heads. 
And with the Spanish tendency for 
overkill, even surpluses have been 
detected in many areas. 

Statistics show that the massive 
state investment is slowly eroding the 
preserve of the private schools. At 
primary level, private schools 
account for less than 30 per cent of 
places - a few years ago they 
accounted for nearly half. Private 
secondary schools accommodate 
around 35 per cent of the school 
population. 

Teacher/pupll ratios are still re- 
latively high, ranging from an aver- 
age 1/30 in primary schools to 1/16 in 
secondaries. 

But in contrast to nil this progress, 
two problem nrens are beginning to 
emerge. There is still a chronic shor- 
tage of kindergarten places for four- 
to-six-yenr-olds and loud outcries 
have come from working-class ureas 
on the industrial bells of the large 
cities. 

The grovying tendency for Spanish 
women to ‘go out to work, has in- 
creased pressures on the Govern- 
ment to provide more pre-school 
places.

Secondly, a longstanding campaign 
to dissuade secondary pupils from 
pursuing the Rcademic bachiltemto 
and flocking to crowded universities 
seems to be paving off at last - but 
there is still a long way to go. 

The optional technical training 
programmes, formerly unpopular 
and glamourless in comparison to the 
social prestige of the universities, are 
winning over more and more stu- 
dents. Enrolment increased by 8 per 
cent last year and the organizers 
hope to boost this figure by offering 
more sophisticated training facilities. 

Only 16 new secondary* schools 
were built last year compared to 63 
new technical training centres, but 
the present total runs to only 17 per 
cent of those enrolled in secondary 
courses. Brighter job prospects for 
middle-ranking technical jobs against 
the bleak outlook for graduates is 
helping to shift the balance. 

A further problem is that staff 
turnover is running at a national 
average of IX per cent but in some 
cases hits 40 per eent. These high 
figures appear to reflect the scramble 
of teachers to transfer to their native 
provinces before decentralization 
gives local authorities a greater say 
m appointments, making nationwide 
transfers less likely. 

National attention is now focused 
on the two now fully autonomous 
regions of Catalunia and the Basque 
country. They arc responsible for 
educational administration nt all 
levels, except the universities, nnd 
their teething problems are under 
observation by other regions which 
will eventually assume the same 
functions. 

The prime objective in both re- 


gions is to implant their local lan- 
guages, Catalan and Basque, in the 
school systems. Catalan is more 
widely spoken and this year 10 per 
cent of the school population will 
receive all ciusses exclusively in (he 
language. 

Official permission to do this is 
not easily obtained. The entire staff 
and parents must submit an applica- 
tion plus a full scale social-linguistic 
study, together with detailed study 
plans. 

All the other schools will have an 
obligatory four hours a week of- 
Catalan. 

Teachers, many previously drafted 
in from other parts of the country, 
are provided with special crash lan- 
. guage courses. Twenty thousand 
took part last year. In Catalunia, an 
area of heavy immigration, there is a 
school building deficit of about £60 
million . and some town councils 
have even taken over old factory 
buildings for schools. However there 
is a surplus of teachers - more than 
8,000 primary school teachers are 
jobless. ■ 

In the Basque provinces more than 
half the school population is in the 
public system, the rest .is divided 
among private schools and Ikasolas , 
the traditional village schools where 
the teaching medium is Basque. 
Only eight per cent of all pupils will 
receive total tuition in Basque, the 
main problem being the shortage of 
qualified teachers. An all-out drive is 
underway to develop the language at 
nil levels including hundreds of subsi- 
dized adult centres. The project is 
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not to everyone’s liking and the ex- 
odus of dissenting teachers is deplet- 
ing many staff rooms.

THE HAGUE: The proposed Dutch 
education budget for 1982 (s £4,76

No room 
for teachers 

WELLINGTON: There is a shortfall j 
of primary school jobs for next 
year s new teachera - but measures 
proposed by the Education Depart- 
ment to solve the problem have 
prompted protests from teachers. 

Sixteen pet cent of teachers 
finishing their training in 1982 will be 
unable to find jobs - a shortage of 
172 posts, and the most critical job 
shortage eyer to face new teachers. 

: The department’s solution Is (b asi^ 
the country’s 10 primary education 
boards to set aside some limited te- 
nure positions for new teachers. 

These posts are held by trained 
teachers with more than a year's 
experience, and teachers often stay 
in the positions for three or four 
years until they win a permanent 
post. 

The New Zealand Education Insti- 
tute belieyes that the move will rob 
trained teachers of their jobs, and 
predicts that with falling rolls, 1,200 
primafy teachers will be out of work ’ 
next year. 

The’ Department of Education 
agrees 400 primary jobs have been 
lost through falling rolls, but says the 
NZEI forecast is unsubstantiated. 

However, it has agreed to consider 
revising the primary teacher redun- 
dancy provisions which at present 
offer teachers only three months’ ter- 
mination notice in the case of falling 
rolls. Secondary teachers receive 18 
months warning in the same cir- 
cumstances.

Child care plans step nearer after report uncovers tale of rape, incest and drugs 

Problem shows stress for girls 


DUBLINt A startling report on ihe 
physical and emotional problems fac- 
ing a group of Dublin schoolgirls, 
has given added impetus to plans for 
a child care authority. 

“It Is the most shocking document 
to land on my desk," Mr John Bo-, 
land, Education Minister, said. 

The problems were uncovered dur- 
ing a routine aptitudinaf test by a 
ministry psychologist, She felt the 
problems were so acute as to make a 
nonsense of the tests and investi- 
gated the pupil's backgrounds in- 
stead. 

The psychologist uncovered a har- 
rowing tale of rape, incest, tranquil- 
liser addiction, broken homes and 
nervous illness due to stress. 

Out of a clnss of 24 girls, 15 suf- 
fered from serious physical, social or 
family problems or n combinnn'on of- 
all three. Examples taken from her 
report include: 

"Lucy (not her real name): father 
deserted, mother cannot cope, she is 
neglected, dirt v and has a hearing 
problem. She is on valium." 

“Karen is frequently absent from 
school. Her father has left home. 
She has been raped. Two sisters

"Ciera's mother is an alcoholic, 
Csara is 13 and was raped by her 
25-year-old mentally retarded cousin. 
She is now living with him and is on 
the pill - a fact she advertised loudly 
around the school." 


“Emer is 13. She lived with her 
mother, father, six brothers and five 
dogs in one room, until the counsel- 
lor discovered she was being sexually 
molested by her father and two 
brothers. Emer came to the counsel- 
lor complaining of what turned out 
to be VD. She thought it was normal 
for brothers, sisters etc, to have sex. 
She is now in residential care and 
her mother has told her not to come 
home. It is heartbreaking to see her 
bewilderment." 

As if it were not bad enough, it 
transpired that the girls involved 
were only 12 and 13 years old. The 
Minister has ordered a full scale in- 
quiry into other schools to see how 
widespread the problems are. 
Already, preliminary results suggest 
that they exist on the same scale in 
20 to 30 other urban schools and to a 
lesser extent elsewhere. . 

When the fuller survey is available 
the Minister will make detailed prop- 
osals to the Government* But 


already the initial report has has- 
tened plans for a child care author- 
ity. ft has long been recognized that 


an up-dating of the laws regarding 
children is overdue - the main ex- 


isting legislation dates buck to 190S. 
There is agreement that the rupkl 
urbanization of the past two dccmlus 
in the Republic has not been match- 
ed by nn extension of child welfare 
facilities. 

The proposed authority would be 
able to step in at an early nee to deal 
with serious problems'. It would 
coordinate child core services nod 
allow school teachers, social workers 
and police to report situations that 
are causing alarm. It would have 
power to Intervene where the wel- 
fare of the child was at risk. 

The setting up of the authority wns 
one of a host of recommendations in 
a recent report of a task force on 
child care services. It took seven 
years for the task force to issue its 
final report which was one of the 
most extensive ever published, 
covering almost every important 
aspect of child care from adoption to 
help for children in the home and 
community youth services. The child 
care authority is likely to be the first 
major step towards the implementa- 
tion of the report's recommenda- 
tions.

Martin Bradley reports on a two-year 
project which has examined the complex 
question of how best to coordinate services 

for the under fives 
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Chaos and confusion, or naturally developing 
range of services? The debate surrounding 
policies for children under five has intensified 
in recent years, as critics have focussed upon 
variations in the variety, amount and quality 
of provision. Since 1976 successive govern- 
ments have put forward a policy of coordinat- 
ing services for children under five on both 11 
full time and a part time (morning or after- 
noon) basis. 

Yet until recently most of the judgments 
made concerning the extent and nature of 
coordination were bnsed upon n limited range 
of examples. As n result fact and opinion huve 
become blurred, in statements often made by 
groups with particular Interests to promote. 

In 1969 the Royal Commission on Jjocnl 
Government in England (the Redcliffc-Miiud 
report) examined coordination. Significantly, 
much of the emphasis in its report and the 
supporting research study was given to coor- 
dination within rather than between depart- 
ments. The focus was upon case conference 
and centralized recording - that is, “grass 
roots" operational patterns rather than struc- 
ture of working parties or committees. Some 
regular meetings of senior officers were noted, 
but the emphasis remained on personal rela- 
tionships. 

Subsequent studies focussed on the work of 
joint coordinating committees of social services 
and education, possibly with voluntary and 
health sector inputs, and the increasing em- 
phasis given to corporate management in local 
authorities provided a further impetus. By the 
late seventies, however, some disillusion had 
set in as the desired results of coordination 
were not becoming apparent as quickly as had 
been hoped. In spile of circulars of reports by 
the DES, DHSS and the local authority asso- 
ciations, critics were able to highlight many 
areas where progress was slight, and where 
personal relationships were felt to be hindering 
coordinated policies. 

In spite of ail the attention which has been 
given to the administration of services for 
under fives, there have remained several con- 
fusions and uncertainties as to what was being 
discussed. Firstly, the. widespread advocacy of 
a committee approach was seen in different 
ways by different groups of people. To coun- 
cillors it meant a group of elected members 
with power to take decisions, to officers it 
might be a working party seeking to recom- 
mend solutions to elected members, to many 
voluntary workers it might mean a larger ver- 
sion of their organization's local branch. 

Secondly, there was no clear knowledge of 
what was happening across the country, A few 
examples were very well known, and appear in 
several papers, but these were a very small 
minority of the total number of areas. As a 
result of these and other confusions, in 1979 
the DES and DHSS commissioned a two-year 
| research project to examine coordination of 
’ services for under fives in England (excluding

the ILEA, which was considered to be a 
special form of authority). 

Its work was in two phases: a survey of 
every education department, social services 
department and area health authority, and of 
the organizations at present belonging tu the 
Voluntary Organizations Liaison Council for 
Under Fives. This was followed by visits to 25 
areas to discuss in greater detail the local 
coordination arrangements. 

Two principles underlie this work: firstly, 
that no one service entirely meets all the needs 
of the child and the family; the whole child 
and its environment should form the basis for 
the view taken of the nature of services. 
Secondly, since coordination Is essentially con- 
cerned with the approaches towards service 
planning and delivery, the project should not 
seek to evaluate the provision Itself, but in- 
stead examine the means by which it de- 
veloped within the local administration. 

A total of 1039 questionnaires on coordina- 
tion procedures was distributed, 278 going to 
the education, social services and health sec- 
tors. In these three sectors over 9] per cent 
replied, a very high response, which in itself 
provides a clear indication that the questions 
were meaningful to those contacted. By con- 
trast 42 per cent of voluntary agencies replied, 
many of them knowing nothing of local au- 
thority procedures, others having only an occa- 
sional ad hoc contact wilh local officials or 
little involvement with under fives. 

From the survey it was clear that existing 
procedures came under three heads: council 
committees of elected members (about 23 per 
cent of authorities); officer-oriented working 
parties, possibly with voluntary members (ab- 
out 54 per cent of areas); and informal con- 
tacts such as occasional meeting between sec- 
tors (87 per cent) or meetings in parts of an 
authority (34 per cent). As is evident from 
these figures, severe! areas use more than One 
procedure, often having u more formal working 
group or committee alongside informal meet- 
ings. 

Of the voluntary organizations, PPA was 
most often involved, followed by the National 
Childminding Association and BAECE, while 
amongst the "official" sectors the central role 
of social services was evident, particularly with 
regard to the voluntary sector. 

There were no major differences in the 
pattern adopted by any particular parts of the 
country or by types of local authority (that is, 
between shire counties, metropolitan districts 
and London boroughs), although. Counties, 
hardly surprisingly in view/ of their relative 
size, (ended to hold .more meetings throughout 
the authority; . 

• In one area these procedures meant in. prac- 
tice that , local meetings (which cou|d possibly 
even be an informal lunch dub) raised issues 
which were discussed at an officer group on 
which the PPA was represented, and then by a 
councjl sub-committee of ’elected members

with officers and the PPA again present. Of 
course, not every issue re-appeared at every 
group, but the channel of communication ex- 
isted. 

By contrast, in another area there were no 
liaison meetings except at the local lunch club 
level, services were patchy and unevenly sup- 
ported by both the education and .social ser- 
vices departments. The effect of this latter 
pattern was that socinl workers and advisers 
worked without clear policy guidelines to reg- 
ulate their day to dny coni nets with services, 
qnd so developed a series of ad hoc rules to 
meet situations ns these arose. Also there was 
no procedure for appealing against decisions 
taken other than the major step of involving 
councillors. 

The survey has since been followed up by 
visits to 25 authorities where 183 people have 
been interviewed. Coverage was or nil types of 
local authority, of all regions in England nnd 
of all of the types of procedure Identified In 
the earlier survey, with a proportionate ba- 
lance being sought in each case. 

From the interviews a series of general con- 
clusions became apparent. Most particularly, 
the extent of preschool services did not relate 
directly to the amount of coordination that 
was tnking place. Thnt is, coordination was not 
likely to be greater where there was a lot of 
provision forjunder fives, or less where there 
was little provision. 

Nor wns the converse true, that authorities 
might have found it easier to coordinate li- 
mited services than a more extensive range. 
This serves again to emphasize the need both 
to regard services for under-fives in a local 
government context, and also to note the 
highly varied nature of the administrative style 
of that government. 

Yet quite clearly a widespread interest in 
coordination existed, both os n means of more 
effectively working with children, and as a 
■‘principle • by which practices ‘wer*-. guided.- 
Often disquiet and even disillusion were ex- 
pressed about aspects of local arrangements. 
Comments generally -emphasized ^ problems 
which were still being faced, rather than suc- 
cesses which had been gained, the latter often 
being expressed as , naturally, occurring, even 
though in other areas they presented major 
difficulties. 

One recurrent issue was the need for coor- 
dination to be developed even where services 
came under one sector: for example, Iq some 
social services departments, playgroup registra- 
tion was dealt with by clerical staff, playgroup 
support by authorily.advisors, childmindelr reg- 
istration and support being q divisional func- 
tion. • 

. Coordination -is a centra] governiuent policy, 
yet in many local, areas there is a lack of any 
dear policy inn under' fives. This is a major 
obstacle to developing Inter-sector attitudes. In 
several cases; voluntary agencies did not have a 
dear idea of the ways in which the authority 
would react to.thcm, sine? decisions depended 


on which officer or council committee they 
spoke to. 

In extreme coses a "market forces" 
approach is adopted towards school admis- 
sions, it being left to individual heads to 
decide the nge of entry. Where no capitation 
allowance is given or additional stnff provided, 
the under fives might keep a school's numbers 
up, but not receive education of the standard 
which nursery education offers. In addition 
local playgroups have often closed due to the 
loss of children, yet when the school changes 
its policy, the demands for a playgroup re- 
cmerged. the shifts possibly occuring every 
year. 

The lack of any overall under fives policy is 
nut related to any particular part of the coun- 
try or to the purty in political control. Even 
take-up of the nursery education programme 
funding does not fit into a party political 
pattern. Under fives work is nn area which 
receives low levels of funding, and even these 
marginal resources are increasingly threatened 
ns other members of society require help. 

In particular, a direct choice is commonly 
being faced by social services and health, be- 
tween providing resources for a declining or 
slntic number of under fives and an increasing 
number of elderly people in the community. 
The commonest decision is to give the elderly 
the major resources, nnd leave under fives 
with low-cost services. 

This produces a heavy emphasis upon those 
resources for under fives which fall within 
officers' discretion. Bulk-buy facilities, opening 
up in-service training to all disciplines, in- 
creases in mother utul toddler clubs and toy 
libraries, subsidized rents - all arc capable of 
being developed at little direct cost to the 
authority, even though they may involve in- 
direct or hidden costs. 

Such n pattern lends back (o coordination, 
both as being (for many people) inevitably a 
part of their job nnd as a grass-roots way of 
working through problems. Yel in these very 
strengths lie its weakness. 

If it is to develop us n policy, the grass roots 
practices nnd initiatives must Tench upwards 
into administrative practices nnd into the views 
which elected members hold of their role. 
Major practical problems, such its the absence 
of common boundaries for numy health service 
areas and local authorities, anil between 
education and social services divisions within 
author ities, ore not capahlc of solution by 
advisers, social workers, head (cucherK, health 
visitors nnd similnr workers. 

The conclusions of the two-year study have 
focussed upon the great variety of Incut ser- 
vices and of the styles of local authorities. Not 
every nreu has n lot of council committees, 
and it would not be appropriate to advocate 
this ns the solo pattern. Simplicity of proce- 
dures is vital, coupled with a broad range of 
representation from the education, socinl ser- 
vices, health and voluntary sectors, preferably 
with a written statement of membership and 
objectives. 

Additionally, the term “coordination" has 
inevitably become a portmanteau word cover- 
ing a variety of situations at different times. 
We have broadly categorized these into com- 
munication (ic, informing others of decisions), 
consultation (seeking advice aiul information), 
negotiation (with a view to a compromise or 
agreement) and collaboration on a joint 
scheme. 

For some of these only field officers (includ- 
ing teachers, nursery and plnygroup staff) will . 
be involved, for others advisers or administra- 
tive staff will be necessary, and on other 
occasions elected members are required. But 
all groilp? should . reflect On /ihcit- role. no) 
simply seeing it as concerning one aspect Such 
as allocating finance or working with children, 
but placing it in the wider perspective of the 
services. 

Coordination involves mutual awareness, re- 
spect and support, coupled with sensitivity, to 
the manner in which other service* seek to 
meet the needs of the child and the family in 
ways which are possibly not practical else- 
where. Whatever future policies are adppted 
. for particular forms of provision, coordination 
will still be necessary, since its concern is with 
the . methods of working and the fundamental 
way* in which the needs of the child and the 
family are viewed. . . 

■ If we are to" seek to respond. to those needs 
: In a sensitive arid cornpr^hensive manner, ' tHe 
breadth arid range ’ of services must be empha- 
sized alongside concerns to raise the levels of 
.the responses to those needs;'

“We do not accept that, for the vast majority 
of British-born West Indian children in our 
school today, language ploys any part in 
under-achievement." 

(The Rampton Committee, West Indian Chil- 
dren lit our Schools , HMSO, 1981. Ch.4,5.) 

This statement is one of the most remark- 
able errors to appear in an official report. It is 
contradicted, both comprehensively and in de- 
tail, by every piece of hard evidence relating 
to language quoted by the committee. 

its inclusion - twice - reflects an acrimo- 
nious debate on language work in schools 
which began with the publication of the work 
of Professor Basil Bernstein, and which has 
been simmering and frequently boiling since. 
This debate has often been characterized by 
confused thinking nnd flagrant political bias. 

The Rampton Committee identifies “the 
abiljty to read and to use language” as “the 
basic tools of learning' 1 (ch.2,cft, nnd cites the 
ILEA reading suivey of 1980 as evidence of 
consistent under-achievement by West Indian 
pupils of all ages in reading. It says that “it is 


not, perhaps, sufficiently appreciated how im- 
portant it is to learn to read at an early age,” 
(ch.2,c2), and recommends individual atten- 
tion for children who "fall behind in reading" 
as well as the involvement of parents wherever 
possible. 

The crucial importance of pre-school years is 
recognized, and (he committee regrets that: 
“Too few attempts aie made to inform West' 
Indian parents and (heir childminders of how 
they can best develop the child's linguistic and 
conceptual skills and prepare him or her to 
benefit from education.” (ch.4,4) 

This is seen as n basic need, and the com- 
. ntlttee goes into more detail: “It is vital for a 
young child to have 'adult time' available; to 
have stories told and read to hint, to be helped 
to learn nursery rhymes so that his language 
and his ability to listen can Be developed..." 
(ch.2,b2.) 

With this in mind, the committee empha- 
sizes “the importance to a child of an unres- 
trained, patient nnd quiet individual dialogue 
with an adult,” and points to the working 


contradictions of West Indian pnrente and the 
lack of nursery school provision us factors 
leading to the neglect of this important work. 
Its thinking in this nreu of language develop- 
ment is close to that of Joan lough. 

The mental gymnastics required to proceed 
from such an analysis to the committee's con- 
clusion are remarkable, and can only be 
understood in terms of the emotional dimen- 
sions of the debte. These have conic to he 
centred on the question of dialect, often refer- 
red to as Creole, but more accurately de- 
scribed as a number of varieties of Muck 
English vernacular. 

The linguistic features of such dialects are* 
similar to those identified by William Lubov in 
his famous book Language in the Inner City 
(1971), a study of the language of young 
blacks in New York. Lubov established that 
the form of language they used was both 
highly organized and cupuble of communicat- 
ing complex thinking. It was not inferior, in 
linguistic terms, to more officially accptable 
varieties of English, and its use gave no indicu- 
fion in itself of the speaker's level of intelli- 
gence. 

Labov’s work is important because it de- 
monstrates that failure In school is not neces- 
sarily due to low intelligence. He docs not. 
however, give us the means to enable black 
children to do justice to their intelligence in 
school. Writing 10 years later, the Rampton 
committee Is no nearer to a solution to (his 
problem. 

However, it has provided devastating statis- 
tical evidence of under-nchievemcni among 
West Indian children that could be open to the 
worst kind of political abuse. Such under- 


achieve ment is however move readily idemj. 
fied (hint explained, ami it is this, perhaps ! 
that accounts lor the committee's utinck oafa, 
teaching profession, as well as its refusal ^ 
accept its own evidence on the importance o! 1 
language. '

This makes the presentation of rending and 
particularly of writing to the young child In 
school n matter of the highest importance. II 
we accept (he Rampton Committee's idea that 
children should luive a “rcpci toi re" of lan- 
guage, then we must ensure that the ability to 
use the written language Is a part of it. 

For younger children, the results obtained 
with Breakthrough to Literacy have been en- 
couraging. Developed ami published in the 
enriy seventies by the Schools Council, Break- 
through is praised in the Rampton report for 
making use of (Ire child's own language. Is 
practice it does more than this, by providing 
from the outset technical information which is 
very useful to the child learning to write. 

Jessie Reid's evaluation study, Breakthrough 
in Action (Lougnum, 1*175), indicated tht chil- 
dren taught with the scheme had greater 
awareness of such terms as “sentence", 
“word”, ami "letter" I ban was apparent in 
control groups, and that they had also made 
substantially belter progress in leading.

So its interest is localized, a starting-point 
for other projects rather than a comprehensive 
collection.

It's no coincidence that this year’s winners 
arc mainly information books; even A Strong 
and Willing Girl is skilfully fictionalized 
documentary. This is where the exciting de- 
velopments scent to be happening now, while 
fiction has, socially speaking, been in the dol- 
drums. There are simplistic presentations or a 
social problem plus its solution, ns in Gillian 
Cross's Save Onr School (Methuen), or else the 
genuine harshness of a working life, line the 
girl's in Mabel Esther Allun's A Strange En- 
chantment (Abelnrd-Schtiman), is softened by 
the woolly cliches of the romantic novel. 

The Other Award, according to Rosemary 


Stones, is historical, in that it commends books 
which the panel sec as marking a step forward 
in their time. Sometimes the panel has been 
first to give any critical attention to new wri- 
ters such as Bernard Ashley and Farrukh 
Dhondy, whose books later reach a wide audi- 
ence. Sometimes it takes the opportunity to 
recognise older writers, such as Frederick 
Grice, whose books have not always had the 
number of renders they deserve. 

The panellists oil have a great deal of con- 
tact with children, parents, teachers, writers 
and publishers - to put these in no significant 
order. The main reason for the award's incep- 
tion was to draw attention to the kind of book 
that more conventional awards tended to 
ignore. But another important function, for 
the panellists, is what wo lenrn In the process 
of making the selection. Hours of discussion 
about books recently read by everyone make 
for rigorous examination of principles nnd 
practice. 

There really Isn’t an alternative way to make 
a book award. 


Could it happen here? 


Nick Peacey reports on Toronto’s alternative schools 


Teachersl Are you dissatisfied with the school 
you work in? Right, found your own state- 
funded school. Collect some youngsters’ names 
(50-100), recruit a few colleagues - and ring 
up your l.e.a.'s alternative schools officer and 
start making your way through the bureaucra- 
tic machinery. You could be opening the new 
school within a year. 

This is a fantasy In the UK, but In Toronto, 
Canada, such a scheme has been running suc- 
cessfully for 10 years. There are now 23 pro- 
jects in existence, and they are still being set 
up. Parents as well as teachers can have a go. 

The Board of Trustees (equivalent to l.e.a. 
members) vets (he philosophical and practical 
conditions under which the project is to be 
run, and insists that running costs per capita 
are no higher than those of a mainstream 
school. The board will often supply a building 
or part of it and will cover capital and running 
costs. 

* The projects vary considerably in clientele 
and outlook. Students come from across the 
whole school age range. Parents tend to set up 
■ ■primary projects, teachers secondary (though 
j this is changing, as more parents gain confi- 
..dence in the scheme). A few projects are for. 
youngsters with problems. 

. Some projects have 20 pupils; the largest 
*. Has 200. Yes, the middle classes do set up a 
■..,gPod number of the projects. All in all the 
; • scheme so far takes about 2 per cent of the 


school population of inner city Toronto, not a 
high proportion but quite sufficient, apparent- 
ly, to put the mainstream schools on their 
mettle. 

The projects do have common features: they 
have to be up to Board of Education standards 
on principles of management, curriculum 
(tighter than the UK), staffing ratios and 
accommodation; they all stress basic skill 
teaching; they stress shared decision-making; 
they go out and about and look to learn 
(remember Schools without Walls?), and they 
are concerned to be- innovatory. But outside 
these features there are many differences. 

Perhaps it is easiest to look across the 10 
years and see each project in the context of its 
time. For example, the first projects came into 
being through a fusion of the ideas . of the 
alternative lifestyle campaigners of the late 
60‘s, and those working For community de- 
velopment. FprWard-looking elected board 
trustees wanted to see the initiative shifted 
back to the community. 

■jThe first to take up the offer were those all 
ready 1 to ’ experiment themselves. SEED 
(Shared Experience, Exploration and Discov- 
ery), the first school to open, would have been 
instantly recognizable to those involved with 
the free school movement here. ALPHA (A 
Lot of People Hoping For an Alternative) and 
BfiTA (Better, Education Than Alpha) fol- 
lowed close on SEED'S heels. 


Then the Schools without Walls ideas were 
in the air. The Subway Academies I and II 
were formed. They benefited and took their 
name from Toronto's remarkably efficient and 
clean underground railway system, handy for 
the peripatetic student. Minority rights aware- 
ness nnd the concern about the disappearance 
of their culture of various Red Indian (Native 
American) parents led to the formation of The 
Wandering Spirit Survival School, (turned idler 
the famous Crec Chief. 

More recently, in 197K, youth unemploy- 
ment hit Toronto. SEEC. the Student Employ- 
ment Experience Centre, cumc into being. So, 
almost simultaneously, did SPECTRUM. (It 
may be an acronym - but if so I never found 
whnt it stood for). Here the demand win for 
classy . academic work and enrichment for the 
12 to 14-year-olds. It would be unfit! r to call 
SPECTRUM a spin-off of the buck- to-bnsics 
movement. But' It seems clear that those who 
founded it would not have been happy with 
any ethos which allowed students not to study 
something all the time. 

It must be said that some of Toronto's 
alternative schools act as havens for the chil- 
dren of the discontented middle classes. They 
get enriched curricula, small classes and re- 
sponsive staff, all for free. (At the same time 
plenty of the projects serve a full cross-section 
of the community - and make it their business 
to ensure that everyone uses them). 

This is part of the problem of community 
development initiatives: those who have are 
always in a better position to take advantage 
of opportunities than those who don't. Equal- 
ly, of course, this is a problem of small-scale 
experiment not carried through into large-scale 
practice. The 23 projects form a considerable 
programme in institutional terms, but arc 
small in terpts of the numbers of students _ 
involved.' 

As the alternative projects are popular with 
parents the pressure for places is intense. If , 
the Board of Trustees were to commit itself 
to, say, iprning some of its large-scale schools 
Into networks of smaller ones, the pressure on 
the alternatives would be less. Even so, the 
existing network.would.be the better, 1 think,-, 
for the trustees laying more stress on (he need 
for a comprehensive intake to projects. 

Leaving .this not inconsiderable worry aside, 
the scheme is still astonishing. One of its great 
strengths is its ability to change with the 
circumstances faring the community: pale 
Shuttleworth, who oversaw the scheme. for ten. 
years, told me: “Schools have. always been plow 
to respond to the changing circumstances of 
their clientele. We Have sought to give people 
a chance to do .things differently and lp build 
: models for (he schools of the future. More and 
more we are finding that, in community terms, 
simply dealing with educational . models on 
, their own' is inadequate. Community develop- 


ment models of the future must include ideas 
about economic development nnd job creation 
going hand in hand with those about educa- 
tion." 

SEEC. one of the projects mentioned 
above, is an example of this kind of thinking. 

It was ini tiuted by die Lenruxs foundation, a 
chnritnblc trust managed by representatives 
from the community, business and education. 
(It also runs a learning exchange uiul a pub- 
lishing service.) 

When I saw the project, youngsters who had 
left school early - ni 14 were involved in 
training workshops Recycling, craft ami oilier 
light industrial projects were running alongside 
a highly successful community restaurant, serv- 
ing and sending out food to dozens every day 

- all starred by young people who were not 
only learning n trade (the quality of the pro- 
ducts was alwuys high) but also learning ab- 
out running a business. 

It is at (his levd that the Toronto experi- 
ment has been outstandingly successful. New 
models for education have been created and 
are there for all to see. not least politicians. 
The variety of projects is stimulating in itself; 
seeing theory proved in practice (that demo- 
cratic school structures work, that "informal" 
learning techniques ere more effective than 
formal, that parents and teachers can create 
good schools given the chance) is satisfying. 

But it is the systematic attempt to encourage 
experiments and sensible innovation that sticks 
In the mind. It is not that no Innovation occurs 
in the UK (even when there is money around) 

- more that it occurs very haphazardly. Cer- 
tainly no local authority has ever given so 
much scope for innovation to the local com- 
munity - and, matched ;the‘ offer with the 
resources. " 

Dale Shuttleworth- sees continuing innova-

for the billions

English for Cross-Cultural Communication.

Those of us who speak English in England can 
learn from this book that we are no more than 
a quaint little residue in n remote corner of 
the English-speaking world. What we may still 
fondly think of as our native language has 
slipped from our grasp Bnd is now the prop- 
erty not only of North America but also of the 
whole globe. Political decolonization, in North 
America and then elsewhere, could be wel- 
comed by us English without qualms, because 
it was a manifestly virtuous process: (he trans- 
mission of democratic concepts from the cen- 
tre of Empire to the periphery. But are we 
prepared to be equally broud-ininded about 
linguistic de-Briticization? 

When we listen to Lord Carrington and. 
say, Mr Mugabe, the Prime Minister of Zim- 
babwe, speaking on television, we naturally 
assume that the former is using “correct" Eng- 
lish. and the latter a deviant, though effec- 
tive, form of the language. But statistically wc 
nre quite mistaken; Lord Carrington repre- 
sents the minority group, and Mr Mugabe (he 
vast majority of the non- English, for whom 
English is an indispensable tool of everyday 
living, and therefore “native'* in a secondary 
sense. It is estimated that' there are 120 mil- 
lions of these secondary users of English oik- 
side the English-speaking countries, and a 
further 500 million for whom English is a 


necessary foreign language. If the ".second- 
aries'* greatly outnumber the “primaries", then 
inevitably,’ in respect of usage, the tail will wag 
the dog, or rather the mil will become (he 
dog. In 50 years' time, the Prime Minister of 
Zimbabwe may still be speaking in the manner 
of Mr Mugabe, but Lord Carrington's brand of 
English will probably be extinct and the Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary of the day will be auto- 
matically approximating to some African or 
Asian norm. 

This book itself is a portent. It consists of 14 
conference-papers, written by teachers and 
linguist icians of about 10 different nationali- 
ties. for a symposium at the Culture Learning 
Institute of the East-West Center in Hawaii: 
the Introduction is a joint statement by a 
Kashmiri and an Englishman, and the proof- 
copy 1 have been studying emanates from 
Bangalore and bears the signature of an Indian 
proof-reader. The contributors scent to have 
composed their papers independently and 
without mutual consultation, because most of 
them repent exactly the same point. They echo 
a statement made in 1976 by Larry E. Smith, 
the editor of the volume, to the effect that the 
time has come to “denationalize" English, and 
that "since English belongs to the world and 
every nation which uses it docs so with differ- 
ent tone, color nnd quantity'', the teaching of 
English as a second or foreign language should 
give way to the concept of English ns an 
“intranntiniinl.'* ie internal rather than inter- 
national. language. 


at the crossroads 


The director of the Educational Publishers Council looks at the 

current state of play 


Copyright owners may frequently have cause 
to call to mind Shakespeare's metaphor of 
Patience on a monument. Silling on the monu- 
ment of copyright legislation and watching its 
inscriptions being defied far nnd wide requires 
infinite patience. So does following the rugged 
and tortuous pathway which may lead to a 
solution to this dilemma. 

The copyright monument is there for a good 
reason. Without copyright, literature would 
die. No one can afford to Write or produce 
work which will be wantonly copied and pi- 
rated. Eventually, so many copies would be 
reproduced free rather than bought that pub- 
lication would no longer be economically vi- 
able. : 

.. There are. two courses of action open to the 
writer and publisher who wish to defend their 
interests. The First is to take legal action 
against those who break the law. tn the UK. 
two successful cases have been brought by the 
Music Publishers Association against a local 
education authority and a public school. Pub- 
lishers in the USA have also taken action 
against the “copying mills” which churn out 
and sell copies of material for college students. • 
A major British university recently provided. 
The Publishers Association with undertakings 
that it would ensure that copyright material 
would not be illegally copied on its premises. 

The alternative is to make arrangements to 
license material which is copied outside the law 
for an agreed fee. Certain British publishers 
have such arrangements for the use of specified 
material in individual local authorities. The 
local authorities of the UK have a collective 
agreement with the Ordnance Survey which 
has been in existence since 1945 and currently 


The argument is pul forward in relation to 
various backgrounds - India. Singapore, the 
Philippines. Malaysia, etc. - ami sometimes it 
is expressed with a certain fervour, as if there 
were a reactionary resistance in favour of pure 
British or American English to be defeated 
before the local variety of English could come 
into its own. Braj Kachru, in particular, im- 
plies this, ami he may even he accusing the 
British and the Americans of conservatism, 
because he lists seven prevalent 'Mttitudinal 
sins", including “the sin of cthiu>centrisnT' and 
“(he sin of not recognizing the non-native 
varieties of English us culture-hound codes of 
communication”. 

On the other hand, at least one of the 
contributors expresses the fear that the lan- 
guage, outside the British and American con- 
texts. may already have broken up into sepa- 
rate idioms, ns different from each other as 
the Danish. Swedish and Norwegian lan- 
guages. nnd muy eventually split off into radi- 
cally different tongues, in the way Latin 
evolved into the Romance languages. Already, 
it seems, in ninny places there are two main 
forms of English: “correct" speech, which is 
used only by educated people and on official 
occasions or in conversation with foreigners, 
and the local demotic English . which serves ns 
a lingua franca between different ethnic groups 
and is the more natural form of expression. 

There is nothing here to surprise an English- 
man used to the medley of regional and class 
dialects in England, ami to the existence of 
Scottish. Welsh and Irish English, ns well us 
Southern Standard. The adoption by an Asian 
or African community of tin idiosyncratic vari- 
ety of English as a first step towards intercom- 
munication is clearly a good thing if. as in 
Singapore, this thigita franca bridges gaps cre- 
ated by eight or nine mutually unintelligible 
forms uf Chinese. Tamil and Malay. There 
may. indeed, be a case in some areas foT 
evolving a grammar and n lexicon of (bis local 
neo-English tongue and for teaching il as such, 
if it is the language of the total comm unity. 


permits (he copying of maps in all local au- 
thority departments and institutions for n total 
payment of over £2 million a year. Lawyers, 
architects and surveyors can also license their 
offices with the Ordnance Survey on an Indi- 
vidual basis. 

The Whitford Committee which reported on 
the situation in the UK in L977 recommended 
the introduction of general licensing schemes. 
This proposal is reiterated in the Government’s 
Green Paper which was published in July: “If 
copyright owners consider it desirable, it is 
already open for them under the existing law 
to band together and establish licensing 
schemes and negotiate with the different 
•groups of users.” The Government seems 
further to accept the licensing solution v by 
announcing its intention to set up a Copyright 
Tribunal to arbitrate over rates of payment. 
Licensing schemes have already been estab- 
lished in other countries: the Netherlands, 
Germany, Australia, the USA, Scandinavia. 
They proride a means by which users of 
copyright material can take copies without 
having to undertake a slavish and lengthy 
procedure to obtain permission. 

A Committee of United Kingdom Copyright 
Oiyhers, under the chairmanship of Lord Wol- 
fenden, has been working on details of li- 
cences for the last four years. All possibilities' 
have been investigated, and long discussions 
have been held with certain of the user orga- 
nizations. The Committee has now completed 
Its 'deliberations and licences are on the tabic, 
for consideration by individual rights owners 
and user organizations. 

The Government, Green Paper leaves the 
reader in no doubt that the type of multiple 


and not, like American Black English, a rron- 
locaiized, minority .speech with divisive social 
implications.

But. of course, if English for Cross-Cultural 
Coinitnuiiaition means helping English on to- 
wards the status of world- lungimgc. this in- 
volves in practice continuing, for the time 
being, to teach British or American as the 
International Standard. To facilitate the task. 
Professor Randolph Quirk proposes a new form 
of Basic, called Nuclear English, which would 
be "cut 1 urc- free as calculus, with no literary, 
aesthetic or emotional aspirations'*. This is a 
worthy suggestion and smacks of British mod- 
esty. -blit I cannot see it getting very far. 
During a long career as a language -learner and 
translator. I have constantly rediscovered that 
every word in every living language, once you 
really understand it. is absolutely culture- 
soaked. I once tried to prove the point by an 
exhaustive analysis of the sentence “The cat 
sut on the. mill**, showing that it is. in fact, a 
deeply ambiguous English poem, untranslat- 
able into any other European tongue. There 
arc no short cuts to language -learning, because 
each language is a whole, independent uni- 
verse of significance, and this is precisely why 
Mr Knchru is claiming separate status for 
exotic Englishes as culture-bearers. My guess 
is that they will achieve it. and that the future 
wurld-Engtish will be an amalgam of the 
American. Indian, African and Asian stan- 
dards. with British English as only a distant 
memory. 


copying which takes place in schools is against 
thy law, It suites ihut there is u grout deal of 
copying "which constitutes 1111 abuse of the 
exceptions, in particular in the taking of multi- 
ple copies of the same work."

Include the production of multiple copies of 
the same material. 

Large numbers of teachers in the UK nre 
therefore indubitably breaking the law. The 
Woifenden formula would propose that 
teachers record copies made and pay a pro 
rata sum (2p per pfige) for copies made. Ilie 
principle of licensing has been endorse it by tne 
major teaching organizations but rejected by 
the local authority associations. There arc in- 
dications however, that certain individual local 
authorities might be prepared to consider tak- 
ing out licences if these were offered to them. 

The Green Paper also deals with the vexed 
issue of “fair dealing". This exception lo the 
law allows a person to take one copy from a 
copyright work for “research and private 
study". It also allows a library to take one 
copy of a periodical article on behalf of a 
reader. Libraries may not take any copies 
from books and must charge the reader for the 
costs attributable to the production of the 
■copy. On th^se grounds, the ikitjsh Library 
justifies a huge fntcrlending service, which 
issues 114 million copies of periodical articles 
each year. No royalty is paid to the original 
producer of the article. . . . 

The Whitford Committee recommended the 
eventual abolition of the “fair dealing** provi- 
sion for libraries, The- Green Paper does not 
go so far. It does, however, suggest a.lirnita r 
lion in that (his facility should no longer be 
allowed for the purposes of research carried 
out for the business ends of a commercial 
organization. A significant proportion of the- 
u$e of the British Library's interlending service 
comes into this category. . 

The Government also turns its attention in 
the Green Paper to the use of 'computers as a' 
vehicle for transferring' information. It is made< 
clear that in the Government's view “computer: 
programs attract protection under the same 
conditions as literary' works'*. Copyright pro- 
tection will extend to any work fixed in any, 


form from which it can be reproduced. This is 
very much in line with current law tin Ilic use 
of broadcast material. 

It is always difficult lo gauge the impact of a 
new technology. Several predictions in the purt 
have proved to Ih? sadly astray nnd the use nl 
printed material .Mill predominates in (he edu- 
cational and ncudcmic world. If the new tech- 
nology tukes over from print in the way that 
its most daring protagonists suggest, there 
could .be a resolution of the copyright prob- 
lem. Miucrinl which is issued in one “electro- 
nic" copy is certain tn attract a charge oil each 
occasion when it Is used or reproduced. The 
Post Office's Prestel system works on this basis 
with the owner of the material nominating the 
charge. A group of scientific publishers is 
currently negotiating with the British Library 
to provide an electronic document delivery 
service where the producers of the material 
will charge for each copy taken. 

Copyright in this country' is now very much 
at the crossroads. The Grefcn Paper does not 
substitute lush pastures for Ihc sleep and rug- 
ged pathway, and much depends an the initia- 
tive of both owners and users of copyright. As 
far as the owners are concerned. Patience has 
sol on the monument too long. Legal action is 
inevitable if the law continues to be flouted. 
Depending-on the acceptance of both sides, this 
may be linked to a licensing scheme which 
would allow most copying to be easily and 
painlessly covered and paid for. It is appreci- 
ated that .'all Government . Institutions, are. at 
present being squeezed' by economic restraint' 
and cannot contemplate additional expendi- 
ture. Morality, however, is on the side of the 
rights owners. The British Government, the 
European Commission and the United Nations 
have all made it clear that authors and pub- 
lishers must be remunerated for the use of 
works which are protected by law- The spread 
of payment for copying which is likely 10 occur , 
as a result of the tightening of the law prop- 
osed jn the .Green Paper is likely to cause 
educationists *0 consider whether present 
levels of Copying can be economically and 
educationally justified. \ybo knows? It might 
result in more books being bought. .

Hugh Stephenson on the arms race 


The Eagle and the Bear, Yorkshire 
Television. 

Tbe Defence of the United Slates, 
BBC1. 


This week the American Secretary of 
Defence, Caspar W. Weinberger, 
has published r 99 page booldet, 
complete with colour charts, draw- 
ings and photographs, showing the 
Soviet military strength in Europe. It 
is part of an openly acknowledged 
public relations campaign, designed 
to convince the American public and 
America’s allies abroad of what is 
called in Mr Weinberger’s preface, 
"the threat to western strategic in- 
terests posed by the growth and 
power projection of the Soviet 
armed forces". The most interesting 
map. perhaps, is one showing the 
deployment of Soviet SS-20 medium- 
range missiles, within range of the 
whole of Western Europe and much 
of the Middle East and North Afri- 
ca, For domestic consumption, the 
message is that more money needs to 
be spent on the American defence 
budget, if the amis race is not to be 
tost. For European consumption, the 
message is that Pershing and cruise 
missiles must be stationed in Europe 
to restore the nuclear balance. 

All of which is further evidence, if 
any were needed, that the present 
regime in the Kremlin and the new 
Reagan administration in Washing- 
ton have, deliberately or otherwise, 
drifted into an arms race of major 
proportions. For the past several 
weeks both the BBC and ITV have 
been bringing us heavyweight 
documentary series on aspects of tnis 
renewal of the cold war. The BBC 
offering is a look at the state of the 
American armed forces, prepared by 
CBS Television. The other is a re- 
port for Yorkshire Television by 
Jonathan Dimbleby on the present 
state of the tension between the two 
super-powers. The combined effect 
of the two series is substantial. For 


- though television is not at all an easy 
medium for analaysis or the projec- 
tion of difficult ideas, it has the 
corresponding strength of being able 
to project powerful images that re- 
„ main in the mind long after. 

The prevailing image left by the 
CBS series is a clear picture of that 
phenomenon at work, against which 
in his surprising farewell speech 
President Eisenhower warnea the 
American people, the power of the 
military-industrial complex. 

The American strategic nuclear 
deterent is based on a triRd - the man- 
ned bomber, the land-based missile, 
and the nuclear submarine. The 
military and the American arms in- 
dustry combine to create the single 
most effective lobby in the United 
Mates in favour of spending federal 
funds to give each leg of the triad 
me best that money can buy. Few 
Presidents can resist it. For a while 
President, Carter tried. He cancelled 
the new B1 bomber, though it is 


once again back in ’the active prog- 
ramme. President Reagan not only 
did not resist it, ne positively 
embraced it. For he sensed rightly 
that middle America is in some tiling 
of a jingoist mood, a reaction to the 
defeat in Vietnam and a host of 

S episodes, like the fiasco of the 
m hostage rescue attempt. 

The main contribution of the CBS/ 
BBC series is that it allows one to 
bf ar Qt first hand the clear evidence 
that those in charge of the American 
war machine live, think and exercise 
as if a super-power nuclear exchange 
was a possibility. With the sort of 
quiet reasonableness that might be 
deployed in a discussion about poli- 
tics or football, soldiers, suitors, air- 
men and politicians arc seen discus- 
sing, how a nuclear exchange might 
turn out, or how u full scale conven- 
tional war against the Soviet Union 
might develop in Western Europe. 
What emerged on the conventional 
side is that the American armed 
forces are in inadequate shape to 
perform the role of world policeman 


in almost all respects. The idea that 
the now developing Rapid Deploy- 
ment Force could exert American 
influence in remote parts of the 
gfobe (for which read the oil produc- 
jn,™ States) carries little credi- 

On the nuclear side, the series 
forced the Secretary of Defence in 
effect to admit that American nuc- 
lear strategy had changed. Until now 
me unspoken assumption was that 
the United States would ride out a 
Soviet nuclear strike, secure in the 
knowledge that its bombers would be 
airborne, its JCBMs safe in their 
silos and its nuclear submarines at 
large and undetected. Now an option 
being exercised is that rockets would 
l.-. u . ed * n liniiled retaliation 
while the Soviet attack was under- 
way with the President and the com- 
mand structure having something 
under 20 minutes to make the final 
decision. But as the first of the CBS 
programmes concluded, a single 15 
megaton bomb exploding at ground 
level at, say, Omaha. Nebraska (the 
home of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand) would, by blast, burn and 
radiation leave 2 million dead within 
six weeks. An all out attack could be 
with 2,000 or more such bombs. 

As n former US defence adviser 
was brought to say, even. with ex- 
isting levels of American strategic 
nuclear weapons, the United Stntes 
wns ‘ weapon rich"; and that there 
were in effecl already more rockets 
available for targeting than there 
were “interesting* targets in the 
Soviet union. The nuclear arms race, 
in short, has already reached the 
point, without any further develop- 
ment of weaponry, where a nuclear 
war between the super-powers would 
be the end of life ns nnyone would 
recognise it In cither country. What 
is more, which is the message of the 
Eagle and the four, in the real areas 
where the nco-Cold War is being 
fought out on (he ground, the nuc- 
lear balance lias little or no rele- 
vance at all.

Two issues stand out prominently 
from the unhappy Nile of (he rejec- 
tion of John Bowen's play. A Filch 
Priority, (see page 1). First there is 
the question of what Bowen calls 
"censorship" . unci second that of the 
portrayal or black people and their 
re lut mnships with white people by 
television and especially in this case 
tor an iiiulience of children. John 
Bowen's experience strongly suggests 
that pans of schools television arc 
now extremely diffident about the 
presentation of racitil issues. 

In his letter John Bowen defines 
the main issue thus: "It is not merely 
that >i play should at the last moment 
he censored out of existence, but in 
this case that the ultimate censor 
should not he the television coni- 
[»«£ flir less the 1BA, but the 
ILEA ... to which I urn not. as the 
writer, responsible, nor should 
Thames, my employer, be". 

If John Bmven is implying that 
Thames should not discuss' his play 
with ILEA officials or that ILEA 
doesni have (lie right to deny, a film 
crew access to a school then be is 
obviously on tricky ground. But 
»iiL. re ls mt>rc llw controversy. 
Why fur example, did Thames con- 
fidently accept the play only to turn 
n down out of hand after discussion 
with the ILEA, risking alienating a 
first class playwright whose previous 
work for education television has 
been widely Reclaimed, and why did 
the ILEA, described by I’eler 
Scroggs. Executive Producer for 
Thames Schools Television, as "noi- 
nially the most helpful of author- 
ities choose to make it impossible 
tor this particular pkiv to he broad- 
cast? 

Certainly a major influence in the 
decision were the sum me i riots, 
winch occurred after (hc commission- 
ing and accepting of the pitiy but 
before the discussion with the II .EA. 
Both the ILEA and Thames are jit- 
tery about (lie presentation of racial 
tensions on rlic screen.- Ostensibly 
the argument centres round two, 
characters in the play who lire overt- 
ly racist; the father of the girl, who 
(urns her out. and n landlord who 
threatens In go to the National Front 
jis n menus of evicting the girl and 
her baby. ° 

Peter Scroggs writes: "our experi- 
ence is that schools prefer these days 
to approach black /white relationship* 
from a more positive angle. There is 
always a risk that the portrayal of 
simple-minded racism merely con- 
firms the prejudices of a proportion 
of the audience". ■ 

It is unquestionably true that the 
way blacks are portrayed on televi- 
sion. as individuals and in their rela- 
tionships with white people, is or 
immense significance in combating 
racism. John Bowen's play, however, 
presents a positive image in its one 
adult black character. Gordon, the 
father of the baby, is sensitive, cap- 
able intelligent, and heading, he 
thinks, for Oxford University. He 
appears at first overridinsiy ambi- 
.tious and rejects the' baby as an 


impediment lo his career, hut later 
seeks out his ex -girlfriend to offer 
support. As to the riicisi characters. 
Bowen argues (hat the baby's colour 
and the mother's social vulnerability 
will automatically nmke her a in reel 
for racism, and that to pretend 
otherwise would he dishune.M. 

Peter Scroggs's view is opposed. 
He argues (hat schools need "exiun- 
Ples of harmony rather than clis- 
u- - ,^ e a ^ so J, “ds other criticisms. 
In his letter to Bowen he argues that 
■ when 1 first read the play I was 
unhappy that the basic tlicmc of 
Sheila s motivation and her siruggle 
for survival had been complicntedoy 
the issue of the bahv's colour". Is 
[fie implication that to introduce a 
black character into a nlnv is to risk 
overloading it, especially if that char- 
acter. directly or indirectly, experi- 
ences racism? If it is then wc are 
indeed a long way from accepting 
plays where the colour of a character 
is immaterial which is the ideal of 
many, black organizations. 

Related to this is the contention 
jluii the play's ground has already 
been covered by the ILEA ETV 
service's Sonwhndv's Dauqhter. The 
assumption is one loo often found in 
educational television and radio dra- 
ma circles, namely that a subject can 
he neatly packaged and wrapped up 
in one fine production. According to 
this argument Sonw/indv'.s Dtiutfhter 
has adequately covered for the 
forsecnblc future the question of u 
relationship between two people of 
different races which results in the 
birth of nil illegitimate child. 

A High Priority is a good play 
which is also exceedingly relevant to 
young people. Though written a ycur 
°Bb< ‘he final speech of the young 
girl reflects exactly the findings of 
current research into the motivation 
of many teenage girls who decide to 
keep their babies - a case of life 
initiating art. 

Thames may be right in conceding 
in the . ILL; A view that simple- 
minded racism confirms the pre- 
judices of many. But John Bowen's 
argument that racism must he [re- 
ined honestly - "it is both more

Thames is in a position lo encourage 
a discussion between those who write 
plays, representatives of coloured 
people and those responsible for our 
schools on -the topic of the presenla- 
“ on of black people in schools dra- 
ma. Why then did they turn down 
Bowen's request to meet the ILEA • 
officials who have apparently vetoed 
nis piny? They might do well to 
reconsider that decision at least.

Hie first rive chapters deal with 
issues which have sparked for n de- 
cade or more but may explode in the 
near future. Alan Little's statement 
on education in a multiracial society 
lias the ingredients frequently mis- 
sing from other writings on the topic: 
balance, insight, evidence, policy 
proposals and compassion. He 
summarizes much of the evidence on 
under-achievement amongst some 
immigrant groups, showing how 
several disadvantages can accumulate 
and compound each other. 

His proposal for recognizing at in- 
dividual school and local authority 
level the problems of prejudice 
and underachievement within a 
framework of national support de- 
serves a wide hearing, especially in 
view of the under-use of central gov- 
ernment grants by some authorities, 
which he also highlights. 

Bill Taylor's own chapter on the 
problems of falling rolls is an author- 
itative overview of the effects of con- 
traction on curriculum, resources and 


careers. The importance of schools 
to their community is emphasi/.cd, us 
well ns the increasing likelihood that 
parents will mobilize to picwni clo- 
sures. There is mention of the more 
widespread educational use of build- 
ings which suved utility threatened 
American schools from closure - 

Entwistle's predominantly Marxist 
critique of work, leisure ami life 
stylos explores the notion that 
whereas industrial ineehaiii/mion hp$ 
produced ail army of unskilled 
machine minders, the kind of auto- 
mation likely to occur in the future 
will simply make people redundant. 
Rather than predicting a future of 
increased leisure and lifelong educa- 
tion, however he secs leisure merely 
as a euphemism for unemployment, 
the new opium of the people.

Towards the millennium 


The Government of Education. By 
Keith Fenwick and Peter McBride. 
Martin Robertson £15.00 and £5.50. 


Parents and Playgroups. By The Pre-

These two admirable books stand at 
opposite poles of the educational 
field, indeed they represent the 
opposite extremes of the social world 
at large. The Government of Educa - 
don is a sober, well-judged and de- 
tailed account of how and why cen- 
tral government, local authorities 
and the teaching profession organize 
the public education service, with 
parents making a belated (but, from 


the standpoint of the book, accurate- 
ly located) appearance In the conclu- 
sion, where the "broader par- 


tnership" involving the consumer is 
examined. After all, it took labour, 
as represented by the teacher unions, 
as long a time to get on terms with 
management as in any other indus- 
try. Robert Lowe is reported to have 
said in 1863 that the teachers' desire 
to be involved in policy and practice 
has the impertinence of “chickens 
wishing to decide the kind of sauce 
in which they would be cooked". 
Over the years I do have sternly to 
stop myself from developing a sneak- 
ing affection for Robert Lowe. 

Conversely, Parents and Play- 
groups begins and ends with children 
and their parents. It is an eminently 
sensible amalgam of three eminently 
sensible reports on parental involve- 
ment, mother and toddler groups 
and the pattern of local aumonty 
oversight and support for play- 
groups. The three working parties 
engaged in these activities convey a 
briik, no-nonsense air, and they pro- 
duce intelligible and helpful facts nnd 
figures on these matters. 


Both books, then, are readable 
and intelligent descriptions of educa- 
tional machinery in action. It is in- 
teresting, perhaps salutary) that the 
first has consciously the style of the 
textbook, aimed at those who needs 
must carefully study the public 
education system, and the second 
has rather tne flavour of a manual, 
aimed at those who tomorrow will be 
chairing the local playgroup commit- 
tee or arranging transport for a 
mother and toddler group. 

It is true, as the authors of The 
Government of Education protest, that 
the education service is a “dynamic 
process" and that his Is but "a snap- 
shot picture of a system in motion 1 ’. 

Desperate in their anxiety to keep 
us updated, they rehearse issues of 
the day - politics in education; the 
curriculum debate - in their conclu- 
sion, and breathlessly add an excel- 
lent epilogue on the 1980 Act. Yet 
one feels, as so often with the educa- 
tion service, that the shifts and 
changes, while seemingly elaborate 
and indubitably plentiful, blind us to 
the constancies at the social and poli- 
tical foundations of the system. The 
carpets and wallpaper are changed 
with bewildering speed, but the walls 
and floor stand foursquare. The 
overall impression of a changeless 
monolithic, corporate structure 
dominates. 

Over against that one watches, 
with amazed appreciation, the 
groundswell of populist action. As of 
September 1980, there were 40 coun- 
ty associations and almost 400 local 
branches of the playgroup move- 
ment. There were nearly 12,000' 
groups, serving well over 400,000 
children and their families, very 
nearly the same number of children, 
of all ages, in the so-cniled indepen- 
dent schools sector. The cooperative 
spirit is fairly authentic. One notes,

There was a time, not so long ago, 
when biology at ordinary level pre- 
sented a fairly restricted 'menu, con- 
cerned mainly with items like the 
characteristics of living things, va- 
rious structural and biological fea- 
tures of flowering plants and verte- 
brates. with some accent on animals 
like the frog and rabbit. From this 
state school biology itself evolved 
through a period of great excite- 
ment, stimulated not least by the 
increasingly successful contemporary 
researches In fields like molecular 
biology, biochemistry, plant and 
.anintai physiology, so thnt one could 
not escape the increasing relevance 
of an experimental approach which 
was eventually reflected in approp- 
riately changed syllabuses. Arguably, 
though, present dny syllabuses have 
been Influenced as much by social as 
purely scientific matters Bnd as these 
books generally indicate, the biology 
now taught in schools,, to CSE and 
0 level, pirns to instruct children 
about the interactions between 
ourselves and the millieu in addition 
to scientific principles. 

■ Two of these texts ore clearly in- 
tended for use in general biofogy, 
while the others are concerned speci- 
fically with human aspects of the 


subject. It is interesting to note how 
the two disciplines have started to- 
broaden and thus offer children a 
greater chance to comprehend the 
central themes of each. 

Mackean 's experience and educa- 
tional knowledge have been em- 
ployed to good effect in preparing a 
beautifully presented text suitable as 
a grounding for 0 level biology, anti 
aimed more directly at CSE candi- 
dates. Life Study is intended to cover 
all the relevant UK biology syllp- 
buses and allow children easy access 
to simply presented facts so mat they 
can be understood and effectively 
learned. The different main sections 
contain material covering, first, 
basic knowledge (cell and soil biolo- 
gy, photosynthesis and ecology! and 
then flowering plants, human phy- 
siology (with food and diet), senetics 
nnd evolution, the characteristics of 
living things and health. The work is 
presented in text blocks with very 
clear headings and many high quality 
coloured diagrams and plates. 
Markedly evident is the fact that, 
unlike the colour edition oi Introduc- 
lion to Biology. Life Study has been 
designed from the start so that col- 
our is employed with both education- 
al impact and biological significance 
in mind. Most of the 32 chapters 
have simple experiments, while all 
are provided with a bold type point 
by point summary and questions de- 
signed ro test comprehension rather 
than simple recall. Not in this book, 
but also available, are two helpful 
wallcharts with animals and plants.

Twenty-two ideas for variety in

we do mot claim thdt the list is 
particularly startling or original, and 
like any fist of exercises it can be 
abused. (Cloze procedure, for exam- 
ple, seems, judging by some recently 
published materia), to be developing 
into an often arid and empty exercise 
equally as stultifying as mare tradi- 
tional approaches). All that is 
offered is a check list of possibilities.

Cloze 

Pupils are given a copy of the text 
from which xey words have been 
deleted.

Prediction 

At its simplest this involves divid- 
ing a narrative into instalments and 
asking the pupils to speculate on 
what happens next, using evidence 
from the instalments they've already 
got. The problem with this method is 
choosing a text, the outcome of 
which isn’t blindingly obvious - most 
horror stories foT example - or too. 
deeply obscure. In fact, it's better to 
choose a text where (he development 
of the plot is related to the charac- 
ters of the protagonists rather than 
to the demands of a genre (good 
literature in fact!) The number of 
instalments pan be tricky too. The 
thing to avoid is a superficial gues- 
sing game. Pupils need to consider

Finishing Stories 

This is very similar to prediction 
only here pupils have to complete a 
story of which they are given the 
first part only. Their ending must be 
in keeping with the events, charac- 
ters and style of the original. 
Sequencing 

This involves jumbling up the pa-' 
ragraphs of a piece of prose or the 
stanzas of a poem and asking the 
pupils to rearrange (hem in a sensi- 
ble order. Pupils should be alerted to- 
the syntactic and semantic devices 
writers use to order their texts. It is 
best to start with lexis that have a 
clear, logical order ljke instructions 
or recipes or a strong narrative 
framework .and then move out to 
texts of a mare complex cohesion.

discover. If done Between groups, 
one difficulty is that a group may ask 
questions competitively designed to 
catch another group out, or concen- 
trate merely on asking low level 
questions fike the meanings of 
words. The idea of the exercise is 
that the .group learns lo question a 
text sensitively and concentrates on 
questions that are of real interest. 
Character Grid 

After reading a story or play, 
pupils are invited to match the cen- 
tral characters against a series of 
bi-polar personality constructs, eg 
seltish/considerate; proud/meek; 
courageous/cowardly. Tnis is best 
done using a simple grid. Animated 
discussion revolves around various 
characters' attributes and motives 
and likenesses and dissimilarities be- 
tween them. More confident pupils 
can devise their own , constructs and 
compare results with other groups. 


SO&R 

Here a chapter of a book or a 
complete booklet is presented to 
pupils who rapidy survey it, noting as 
many clues to its content as possible

Prediction 

At its simplest (his involves divid- 
ing a narrative into instalments and 
asking the pupils to speculate on 
what happens next, using evidence 
from the instalments they've already 
got. The problem with this method is 
choosing a text, the outcome of 
which isn’t blindingly obvious - most 
horror stories for example - or too 
deeply obscure, fn fact, it’s better to 
choose a text where the development 
of the plot is related to the charac- 
ters of the protagonists rather than 
to the demands of a genre (good 
literature in fact!) The number of 
instalments can be tricky too. The 
thing to avoid is a superficial gues- 
sing game. Pupils need to consider 
what a person like this would do/say 
nqxt in. a situation like this. ' 
Finishing Stories - 

This is very similar to prediction 
only here pupils have to complete a 
story of which they are given the 
first part only. Their ending must he 
in keeping with the events, charac- 
ters and style of the original. 


Sequencing 

This involves jumbling up the pa- 
ragraphs of a piece of prose or the 
stanzas of a poem ana asking the. 
pupils to rearrange them in a sensi- 
: bte order. Pupils should be alerted to 
the syntactic and semantic devices 
writers use to order their texts. It is 
best to start with texts that have a 
clear, logical order Ijke instructions 
or recipai or .a strong' narrative 
framework and then move out to 
texts of a more complex cohesion.- 


Mysteries f Judgements, Problems 
The idea here is to present pupils 
with a text which requires a decision 
of some kind. It may be a relatively 
simple problem - a “whodunit” type 
short sto^y or a description or 


mystifying event like the Marie 
Celeste story, where the pupils ure 
required to choose between alterna- 
tive theories. It may be a more hu- 
man problem - a court case with the 
statements of various witnesses, or 
something from iliu problem page of 
a magazine, Here pupils give their 
verdict or advice on the evidence of 
the texts in front of them. Better still 
i is a literary text which invites pupils 
■ to make judgments on the actions 
and belinviour of the characters in- 
volved. 

Compiling Qiicsllons 
Alter reading a short story or 
poem the pupils are asked to make 
up a few questions, the answers of 
which they would genuinely like to 
discover. If done ue tween groups, 
one difficulty is that a group may ask 
questions competitively designed to 
catch another group out, or concen- 
trate merely on asking low level 
questions like the meanings of 
words. The idea of the exercise is 
that the group learns to question .a 
text sensitively and concentrates on 
questions that are or real interest. 
Character Grid 

After reading a story or play, 
pupils are invited to match the cen- 
tral characters against a series of 
bi-polar personality constructs, eg 
selrish/considerate; proud/meek; 
courageous/cowardly. Tnis is best 
done using a simple grid. Animated 
discussion revolves around various 
characters’ attributes and motives 
and likenesses and dissimilarities be- 
tween them. More confident pupils 
carl devise their own. constructs arid 
compare results with other groups.

Here a chapter of a book or a 
complete booklet is presented to 
pupils who rapidy survey it, noting as 
many clues (o its content as possible 
(eg cover, “blurb", illustrations aqd 
sub-headings). These impressions are 
discussed and questions raised as to 
the likely content; relevance or bios 
of the extract. Pupils then read the 
complete passage closely matching 
content to their expectation. A parti- 
cularly useful tool for developing cri- 
tical reading of nbn-fictional mate- 
rial.

The division.* within the Cambridge 
English faculty, which surfaced a few 
month* ago over the fate of Dr Colin 
MacCabe, seemed to take place in 
another world.

Important matters were 
clearly at slake, but for the average 
English teacher those matters were 
remote from his or her day-to-day 
practice - the marking of books, the 
preparation of students for external 
examinations. Conscious that the 
universities, through O and A levels 
govern much that we do. we tend to 
hike that governing very much for 
granted - passively consuming nnd 
reproducing wlmt j.s given. 

Yet what is given does change and 
the changes nrc significant. It is on v 
necessary to compare the syllabuses 
m use aow with those of 30 or *10 
years ago. Where arc Lamb’s essays 
now? Up |o the present, the intellec- 
tual developments loosely assnclnted 
with structuralism have only entered 
the schools obliquely - through, far 
example such subjects us fifni stu- 
dies. The radical difficulties of the 
new approach, the fact that it pays 
small regard to conventional divi- 
sions of disciplines and the lack of 
missionary popularisers go some way

Perhaps, most importantly, we are 
asked to consider what we mean by 
literature. The pupil who complains 
about the novel he is being asked to 
study and asks why he can’t read 
James Bond is familiar.

Is 
this greatness we talk about so in- 
dubitably an absolute. What the new 
approach emphasises is that the 
material which composes “literature” 
is historically constituted, that a 
canon of great books cannot be 
(aken for granted. In addition, our 
very concept of “literature" repre- 
sents a particular view of the vast 
range of writing - newspapers, 
advertising, jottings - produced in 
the past and present. If this under- 
standing is really accepted, our 
pupil s naive question and our own 
womes cannot be dealt with - they 
must remain with us nil the time.

Those of our pupils who can’t see 
the merit of writing essays about 
books have a point. Our assumption

taken; the vision, i( seems, is the 
ideological product of n class society 
and as such it cannot tell the truth 
about that society. The critic’s job 
should not be merely to repent the 
illusions of that ideology but to ex- 
pose the ideology for what it is - to 
draw attention to the absences and 
contradictions within the text which 
reveal its “real" meuning. 

Such a task is clearly more deman- 
ding and cannot be expected of the 
finest A level student, let alone the 
typical one. But though this is so,

thinking and feeling about the world 
and fails to understand ffuit they are 
conventions, culturally detained 
and not transparent mirrors of real- 
ity- Our experience may thus be- 
come merely habit, preventing us 
penetrating to the underlying nfenn- 
mgs of the work. 

Only by taking off the spectacles 
which our culture prescribes can we 
hope to act ns a true guide; blindness 
is necessarv to see. Once again the 
students who ask us about the worth 
of our interpretation or judgement 
who claim they may also be right 
gain sustenance from those recent 
intellectual developments which de- 
mand that we “deconstruct" the test 
- that is uncover how it produces 
meaning - rather than interpret it. 

The purpose of this article is not 
to advocate the overthrowing of 0U r 
traditional ways of thinking about 
nnd teaching literature.

Secondary education places such 
emphasis on writing that a pupil who 
has problems with it is likely to fail 
in almost every subject. The provi- 
sion for teaching writing in secon- 
dary schools, however, rarely reflects 
this. A pupil may well be required to 
write for as many as eight or ten 
different teachers, each with their 
own subjects to consider and their 
own Ideas on marking and presenta- 
tion. There is very often no teacher 
who is in a position to see the whole 
of a child's output of written work 
and give help and advice where it 
is needed. 

The position is complicated by the 
variety of difficulties which children 
encounter as they learn to write. 
Like many students on adult literacy 
courses, they are most often con- 
scious of technical matters, such as 
spelling, punctuation and neatness. 
Uncertainty in these areas can have 
a serious effect both on confidence 
and fluency, and their importance 
should not be underestimated. 
Pupils, however, are not normally 
aware of the linguistic dimensions of 
writing, and of tne influence of read- 
ing and discussion an the develop- . 
ment of writing ability. Neglect of 
these can turn the writing program- 
me into a technical exercise. The 
pupil's own perception of the prob- 


lem is valuable, but not necessarily 
comprehensive. 7 

This article is the result of an 
attempt to provide children following 
a normal timetable with help and 
advice on improving their writing. 
Tne cluss was in the lower band of 
the first year of a comprehensive 
school, and a substantial proportion 
of the pupils had real problems both 
with reading and writing. An initial 
examination of their books revealed 
nil of the difficulties listed above, 
and seemed to indicate that most of 
them hnd very little conception of 
writing other than as speech roughly 
transferred to paper. The children 
knew that they were making mis- 
takes, but not exactly what their 
errors were or how to avoid them. 

The immediate problem was to 
find a way of making the pupils 
more aware of what they were 
doing. We therefore analysed exam- 
ples of writing in some detail to 
establish precisely what errors were 
being made, and each child’s atten- 


ding made, and each child’s atten- 
tion was drown to those nspects that 
were particularly important to him or 
her. Errors often followed identifi- 
able patterns which the children 
were able to see quite clearlv once 
they knew what to look for. ’ 

Then, whenever a piece of work 
was returned, they were allowed five 


minutes lo look through it, put right 
those errors they could find, and ask 
about anything they did not under- 
S u“ ■■ . ie ^riling was altered so 
th;il it did not appear in the body of 
the work, but as an indication in the 
margin that there was something on 
a_ particular line that needed atten- 
tion. This gave a degree of focus to 
the children’s review of their work 
and also left the teacher free to 
consider its content as well as its 
form. 

At the same time, however, it was 
established that the teacher was not 
going to do their work for them by 
correcting mistakes which they could 
Put right by their own efforts. The 
children had to begin to take respon- 
sibility for their work and to ihink 
harder. In return, they did not have 
their work covered with corrections 
and were able to look at it with the 
benefit of hindsight, knowing that 
further help was available once their 
own resources, or those of their 
neighbours, were exhausted. This per- 
sona review of completed work was 
supplemented by a weekly lesson in 
which pupils could work on their 
writing in all subjects with their En- 
glish teacher, and a “word-bank” 
approach was used for spelling. By 
the end of two terms, the frequency 
of basic errors had been noticeably 


reduced and the pupils were unani- 
mous in their approval of the way 
tlieir work was marked. 

As few of the children were regu- 
lar renders, n private reading period 
was established on Friday afternoon. 
The Reading and Language Cenlre 
provided a selection of books, but 
the pupils could read their own if 
they preferred. The children quickly 
adapted lo the requirement that they 
concentrate on a hook for 35 mi- 
nutes and this lesson soon became 
one of the most popular of the week. 

To remove some of the pressure 
from writing, the children were en- 
couraged to keep a commonplace 
book, in which they could write ab- 
out anything that interested them, 
and which could be private if they 
wanted it to be. Like the reading 
period, this gave the children an 
opportunity to develop their own In- 
terests as well as valuable practice. 
A number of the pupils used (he 
commonplace book to work on par- 
ticular aspects of writing that they 
found difficult. 

A sense of involvement was furth- 
er developed through the use of dis- 
plays anil a loose-leaf binder in 
which at least one example of each 


pupil’s work was typed up for the 
rest of the class (o read. These are 
not new ideas, but their use in 
secondary schools is still not wide- 
spread. The function of displays is 
not simply to create n pleasuut 
atmosphere, but to engage the pupils 
in their work. Preparing a piece of 
writing as a finished product for pre- 
sentation to other people introduces 
the child to the process of serious 
writing and enables him to see for 
himself the reasons why we need to 
pay attention to detail. 

The co-ope ration of collegues in 
adopting a similar approach to mark- 
ing was essential and in this case 
readily given, although this would 
have been more difficult had the 
exercise been on a larger scale. Only 
a part- of the work has been de- 
scribed here, but what does seem to 
have been established, at least to the 
children involved, is that consistent 
and informative marking, re-inforced 
by personal review of completed 
work, can be of real assistance in 
learning to write.

The group who were asked to re- 
fer to stylistic techniques really 
found the exercise easy because they 
did not stop to consider their own 
opinion. 1 suppose I expected this. 
Both groups were given the same 
poem: Keith Douglas's Verglss- 

ntcinicht. The restrictions imposed 
on the group made them keep close- 


ly to the obvious imagery and look 
for rhyme schemes. Again; I ex- 
pected this, of course, But I was 
delighted with the other group's 
nltainmeiit, ns they learned nbout 
the business of criticism: which was 
what their reports on the activity 
suggested. 

T would like to mention u few 
especially informative aspects of this 
group's discussion. First, I was sur- 

f irised by the students’ wish to estab- 
ish a “background” as they had nev- 
er done this In class, and f must 
stress here lhat I was not present at 
the discussions as I baa been in 
class. One student began the taped 
discussion with “By Keith Douglas 
. . . nobody knows anything about 
him? Written in 1943 it says . . . 
very near the Second Front Jim?” 
Then they found their bearing by 
bringing, in Owen (whom we had 
studied earlier) and they went on to 
compare him with Douglas but not 
going beyond the simple, emotional 
statements you would expect. The 
really encouraging thing was that 
they all began by asking questions - 
such as “Is it about a retreat or an 
at(ack7” and such things. 

What intrigued me about the talk 
was that- the students gradually be- 
came aware that they were ranging 
so wide t that they digressed toa-oftetf 
and the critical terms were used to 
pull them back into the main road of 
a structure . that two or more domi- 
nant characters in the group wanted 
to stay on. After a pause where the 
group waits for someone to say 
something that will start the discus- 
sion again, a voice suggests: “I like 


the repeat of the word 'gone': it, 

S ymbolizes the fact that It's 'gone - 
one” and another voice tries -to de- 
velop this by looking at rhyme. 
Then, out or the blue comes the 
question: “Is that a simile?” In the 
midst of this confusion, a sober voice 
leads the group back to the begin- 
ning with: 

“Have we said everything we can 
about stanza one?” As this kind of 
talk goes on, f realise, as I listen, 

. that the group j$ doing two things 
that are creating tbe right atmos- 
phere for learning: they are waiting 
to v ascertain the fact that critical 
terms do apply to any poetfy. 


however unfamilinr nnd they are en- 
couraging the more conimonsense 
criticism that keeps to the logic of 
the pact’s thinking. This Iasi point is 
well illustrated by this rcmnrk: 

“This body wouldn't have been 
there three weeks ... he mentions 
three weeks . . .’’ nnd the answer lo 
it: 

“But I was thinking nbout Russia 
, . . could (hat be this . , . writing 
nbout something he hnsn’t really got 
knowledge of . . . the Russian Front 
would be at this lime wouldn’t it?” 
nnd the dismissal of this: 

“But the sun ... Sicily maybe. 
1943 was the landing . . , wasn't it?” 

Tills wns the critical thinking thnt I 
hnd been hoping for, nnd it is the 
kind I’m sure wc nil hope for. Sure- 
ly, wc nsk for a balance of emotional 
response and logical reasoning. I had 
remarks like this on the line “The 
frowning mouth of the gun . . 
“You can imagine the gunshot . . . 
like a devil . . that died away 
uncompleted because logic didivt 
work but that doesn’t matter much 
to me. At one point one person said, 
“Hmm. 1 like it” and was boldly 
challenged, “But why?” 

The discipline of our first set 
book, Coombes’ little manual, Liter- 
ature and Criticism was having an 
effect. I had, however, profited from 
this little exercise; I had learned that 
the students saw terminology as a 
starting point for more profound cri- 
ticism and that it was not the ulti- 
mate aim. They were discovering 
that spotting the conceit or the para- 
dox was not the ultimate aim of 
criticism. , 

In 'cbnclusfbn. i siiggeft iiiat dte 
cussion used in small groups, taped 
.and without a teacher's presence, 
may be a fruitful way of overcoming 
the problem of. class discussion 
where dominant types take over, 
teachers control too powerfully and 
shyness sets in because of teacher 
and textbook “expectations" that stu- 
dents perceive - often Wrongly. 

Barrie Saywood, in an article in 
Spoken English (January. 1978) de- 
scribed some interesting creative uses 
of the tape recorder in the literature 
class, ana I would not disagree with 
him about the importance of the crea- 
tive aspect of using the tape recorder 
in such daises, but 1 would add that 
an exercise such as the one I 
tried is an admirable and informative 
way of finding out how students re- 
gard the discipline qf critical terms - 
which are, after all. the English 
teacher’s guides in a non-fac|ual and 
abstract activity.

it is timely that Science Research 
Associates (a subsidiary of IBM) 
have produced a (caching package 
for the Apple tl and Aiari4t)0 com- 
puters which represents a consider- 
able departure From current methods 
of presenting Computer Studies at 
school level. 

John Coll of MUSE once said that 
our leaching of computing too often 
resembles mat of a famous swim- 
ming teacher. He was given 70 hours 
to teach a class to swim. Having 
allocated 30 hours to an in depth 
study of the history of swimming 
baths, another 15 to the physiology 
of the muscles used in swimming. 7 
hours to the theory of fluid flow and 
4 hours to safety in the swimming 
pool there wnsirt an awful lot of 
time left to do nny actual swimming. 

The SRA Computer Discovery 
package has three components. A 
student workbook (available at two 
different rending levels), a teaching 
guide and two discs of programs 
which form an integral part of the 
course. Attached to each topic in the 
workbook there is an interactive 
program on disc which forms one of 
the exercises for that lopfq. Pupils 
can therefore spend a high propor-

In the early singes of programming 
the robot, the machine will simply 
not allow the entry of programs with 
errors.

Both syn- 
tax and run-time errors arc illus- 
trated: 

Execution Error ) - Robot hit the 
wall; 2 - Robot tripped over the 
ball; 3 - Robot kicked when not by 
the ball

ter in the program etc. 

Gradually the robot language is 
developed to include repetitions, 
conditionals (“execute the steps in 
parentheses only if the robot is not 
next to the ball now"), variables and 
pnrnmeterless subroutines. In nil this 
is nn impressive part of the puckago 
- and fun for the kids. 

“Programming Concepts" is pre- 
ceded ny "Algorithms and " Flow- 
charts". The examples chosen for 
"Algorithms are all good "real” 
world stuff but suffer consequently 
from the American origin of the 
material,, though perhaps an algor- 
ithm for “checlcing the gas in your 
cur" will be understood by our 
secondary school children. In spite of 
this, however, the Algorithm section 
successfully introduces the fun- 
damental ideas of finiteness and 
completeness in the context of an 
algorithm for getting up nnd going to 
school. There is also a welcome sec- 
tion pn “reasonable values" for va- 
rious quantities in a program and the 
choice the programmer nas to make 
in deciding these (would nny family 
ever have more than 10 children etc. 
etc),

lated much i iic which ucccpis [mig- 
rants in three address format. Thus 
ADD II, 12. 14 represents "avid tin* 
contents of location !

Recently a number of local author- 
ities have encouraged the develop- 
ment of "county guidelines" in 
mnlhemaiics for primary schools. 
These have often been produced by 
groups of teachers in collaboration 
With lea advisers. Usually, (he 
finished product is a breakdown of 
the maths curriculum into units of 
work, each defined ns fulfilling one or 
more behavioural objectives. 

Though this approach can produce 
rather too much emphasis on skills nr 
. the expense of more subtle aspects 
of mathematical thinking , it has' 
great practical value through its cam- 
• prehensive and clearly stated "sylla- 
bus". 

A useful spin-off of such an analy- 
sis is thin it provides a system for 
checking on whal mathematical skills 
have been learnt by individual 
pupils, Aiscssnteiu in Atatfi/matics is 
the result of such. a scheme from 
Somerset. 

The teachers' hook describes, the 
breakdown into units of work, und 
. (he procedures for testing pupils' 
attainment of each unit. Pupils' 
worksheets must be completed for 
most of the test; items.

We are free, they are regimented 

... so runs the popular misconception about British and European publishers. Kenneth Pinnock takes a closer look 


“Man is born free but is everywhere 
in chains". Talking to schoolbook 

g iblishers from various parts of 
urope, at Frankfurt or elsewhere, 
one sometimes gets the impression 
that Rousseau’s famous sentence was 
tailor-made for them. 

What is it that seems to hold all 
these publishers in bondage? The 
answer is, in a word, the curriculum. 
"We are waiting for the new curricu- 
lum". “We are working hard to pro- 
duce new books for the curriculum 
which comes into force the year after 
next". Such are the comments one 
hears again and again. 

To a British observer, the power 
of the state in many continental 
democracies to influence and dictate 
what is taught, and how it is tought, 
Seems at first excessive. I say “nt 
first" because on closer acquaint- 
ance one’s impressions are greatly 
modified. At Lne International Pub- 
lishers Association conference in 
Stockholm last year, the President of 
the Swedish Association of Pub- 
lishers of Educational Materials, 
Olof Storm, chillingly described how 
basic textbooks for Swedish schools 
have to be "objective” and bow in 
order to ensure this they are submit- 
ted for scrutiny (nt the publisher's 
expense) by n national institute of 
teaching aids which can grant or re- 
fuse admission to «n approved list. 
But he went on to point out that this 
requirement may not last much 
longer, and that the present sylla- 
buses. in his view, “give a lot of 
freedom not only for publishers but 
also for teachers . 

When you look in detail at the 
Swedish curriculum document, it 
seems inoffensive enough. It begins 
by stating the overall aims of the 
nation’s educational system, and then 
tor each level of education it speci- 
fies the amount of time to be spent 
on different subjects. This does not 
preclude individual choice: at upper 
secondary level a number of different 
course-options are available, each 
with its own allocations of time per 
subject. Having laid down this broad 
framework the curriculum goes on to 
deal with the objectives ana methods 
for each subject. 

As an example, consider English - 
something in which Swedes excel, as 
any British visitor quickly realizes. 
The new course plan, recently 
enacted, starts by giving reasons for 
teaching English as the language of 


communication in many parts of the 
world and also a vehicle of culture. 
It goes on to state the objectives of 
English in school: reading and writ- 
ing come second to understanding 
and speaking. Elaborating these 
points, it deals with such questions as 
what to do about pupils who have 
learned ft “non-received" form of 
English pronunciation (the answer 
given, in effect, is that in most cases 
such variunls should be accepted). 
And it concludes by stating ' the 
objective of imparting something 
about social conditions and cultural 
life in English-speaking countries. 

So much for the programme. How 
docs it work in practice? Judging 
from the way in which Swedish chil- 
dren even of upper-primary age can 


schoolbooks not only have to toe the 
curriculum line, they have to be sub- 
mitted for approval (nine copies of 


tell you the way or the time, the 
main aims of the English syllabus are 
brilliantly realized. No doubt a good 
deal ot the credit must go to the fact 
that speakers of Swedish, as of 
Dutch, live in a society awash with 
English on TV and radio. But even 
so, (he standard of achievement is 
amazing. 

The requirement to work within 
the limits of u national syllabus has 
clearly not prevented Swedish pub- 
lishers from turning out a muss of 
impressively well-cuncuivcd nnd well- 
dcsiuned schoolbooks. Some of these 
books, particularly those for minority 
groups such as Ihc handicapped, arc 
subsidized by the slate; all are grent- 
ly helped by (he fuct that Swedish 
schools, like those of most conllnen- 
tal countries, huve allowances for 
books and equipment fnr in excess of 
ours. But on the other hand 
Sweden’s population nnd hence her 
schoolbook market, are very small -

a handicap which her publishers have 
countered by working really hard, 
and successfully, to sell translation 


rights in their schoolbooks. As Alva 
Jansson of Liber (the second largest 
schoolbook publisher in Sweden) 
told an Amencim publishers’ seminar 
a few weeks ago, “There are some 
2,100 Swedish schoolbook titles, in 
about 4,000 foreign editions, scat- 
tered through 25 countries.” Pretty 
good for a nation of little more than 
eight million. 

Perhaps if I had talked more to 
Norwegians and less to Swedes, 1 
would nave formed a different view 
regarding the innocuousness of pre- 
sent-day national curricula in the 
western democracies. For in Norway 


basic texts they have to be published 
simultaneously in both tne Nor- 
wegian languages. 

My clearest glimpse of what it can 
be like to publish schoolhooks within 
a tightly-structured curriculum have 
come, T think, from occasional talks 
wilh a young Viennese publisher of 
school and children's books. He has 
to work in competition with what is 
virtually a state publishing house - 
but he expresses no unhappiness on 
this score. He has to reveal his own 
publislting plans in detail to civil ser- 
vants in the Ministry of Education, 
and perhaps be told that he must 
modify the proposed style of produc- 
tion because tne books would cost 
too much. Again, he has few com- 
plaints: the officials at the Ministry 
arc. he says, reasonable people who 
know their jobs. Whnl worries him 
Far more than any central govern- 
ment controls ore the pressures at 
lociil level. Once published, n school- 
book which has survived all earlier 
scrutinies may arouse the hostility of 
some local body, such ns u trade 
union or n religious organization, 
which will then campaign for the 
book's exclusion from the schools 
within its sphere of influence. 

The fnct is, of course, that even 
where nn explicit stnte-sponsored 
document called “the curriculum" 
exists, it is only one of n number of 
factors determining whnt goes on in 
the school system. As the Munn and 
Dunning committees in Scotland - 
amongst others - have pointed out, 
behind the formal curriculum which 
one can see embodied on the school 
timetable, there lies a “hidden ’* cur- 
riculum of largely unstated ideas and 
values. Jt is to this hidden curriculum 
that we need to look to see why 
some Danish publishers can offer 
material on sex education which 
would be unacceptable in British 
schools, or why some of our own 
school publications on the same sub- 

f 'ect would be banned in France. And 
f we want to know why the curricu- 
lum followed by older secondary stu- 
dents in many British schools has 
acquired an increasingly strong voca- 
tional tinge, the answer is to be 
found in tne pressures, or at least the 
expectations, of parents and em- 
nloyers. In recent years, indeed, 


there has been a growing realization 
in Britain of how close tne links are 
between, the school curriculum and 
the aims and needs of society. When 
the Association for Science Educa- 
tion. a generation ago. launched the 
discussions which led eventually to 
the Nuffield Science Project, it had 
little to say about society. But to- 
day's ASE proposals for the science 
curriculum start from a basis of 
sociology. 

If a British publisher wants to con- 
sult a printed source to find out what 
the secondary school curriculum is. 
he goes to the regulations of the 
main examining bodies. These are 
the nearest thing we have to the 
government-sponsored curricula ot 
our continental friends. But - as l 
have tried to show - neither of these 
printed sources is in fact anything 
more than the top of the curriculum 
iceberg. 

Though it lacks a formal curricu- 
lum. Dritsiin is no exception to the 
rule that education, and hence school 
publishing, operates within a curricu- 


lum which is partly visible in printed 
sources but is mainly invisible. In 
Britain we are belatedly beginning to 
realize that the curriculum, in its 
broadest sense, is so important not 
only to schools but to society, itself, 
that it cannot fail to be one of the 
ultimate concerns of government - a 
point which our former Secretary of 
State, Mark Carlisle, strove to make: 
In short, we are beginning to see 
that teaching and publishing in Brit- 
ain are subject to very much the 
same kinds of curricular limitations 


as those that clearly apply to all our 
continental neighbours. Differences 
there still are between continental 
education 'systems and our own; but 
they are diminishing, and day by day 
we have to admit that the English 
Channel is becoming narrower nnd 
less deep.

The Austrian connexion 


Since 1972 Austrian pupils have been 
provided with necessary textbooks 
tree of charge, and in that year the 
government also changed its system 
or approval, setting up 66 indepen-r 
dent commissions to inspect all new 
textbooks. These commissions are 
made up of teachers, professors of 
teacher training colleges, headmas- 
ters and school inspectors. During 
the nine months it can take before a 
de ur*L. n “ made i Both authors and 
publishers are involved in discus- 
sions. The decision reached by these 
commissions is usually accepted by 
ihe Ministry (although the Minister 
nimself reserves the right to overrule 
them). 

Before a book is listed its Sale 

B nce has to be accepted by the 
Unistry of Finance, whose civfT ser- 
yants ate experts in book production 


and are well informed about printing 




costs, binding, paper etc. Since. those 
who spend lne money have the final 
word it is clear that tne contents and

The situation is rather different 
with the school authorities of the 
federal states of .Austria. Although,

civil servants. It .has happened on 
more than one occasion that a con- 
servative school inspector Or presi- 
dent of a federal school inspectorate 
has criticized .a book as too progres- 
sive, although the majority of the 


The content of textbooks has be- 
come a matter of public and there- 
fore political interest, and pressure 
groups, trade unions, political parties 
and their organizations all publish 
their own criticisms, blacklists and 
recommendations. The reception of 
a schoolbook during the first two or 
three years determines its future, de- 
pending on the power of local 
groups. 

The Ministry of Education usually 
plays a neutral part in deciding 
which books are published, and the 
Minister is always keen to point out 
that the freedom on teaching 
methods was one of the aims when 
free textbooks were introduced.

For example, the names are mostly 
untranslatable. The Gauls, Abrar- 
acourcix (from se batlre A bras recour- 
cis), Assourancetourix, the bard (from 
assourances tons risques) would be 
equally meaningless in English. So 
we tried to find names in English 
ending in "ix", by analogy with 
Vercmgftorix, the original Gaulish 
hero, with the same son of ring: 
Cacofonix, the bard, Dogmatix, 
Obeltxs little dog, Prawnsmaspix, 
Vitalstatistix and so on. Roman 
names presented the same problem 
Pacotfialargus {pas coti A V Argus) 
usually describing an old banger 
whose price is not even quoted in the 
Argus, a parisian paper, would have 
been meaningless translated.

Praise for British 
Olympiad Team 

The British team competing at thB 
twenty-second International Mathemat- 
ical Olympiad In the United States this 
year were praised for their skill and 
determination when they were pre- 
sented with certificates on 18 Septem- 
ber. The team gained a total of 301 
marks out of a possible 336 and came 
third among the 19 countries sending 
full teams, behind the USA and West 
Germany. Three of tha British contes- 
tants gained first prizes, two of them 
doing so by gaining full marks, and four 
of the remainder gained second prizes. 
The presentation, which took place at 
the Royal Institution, preceded the 
fourth Annual SMP Lecture given by Dr 
R W Hiorns (University of Oxford) and 
entitled Mathematics and the Future of 
Man. 

The selection of a team for the Inter- 
national Mathematical Olympiad begins 
each year with the National Mathe- 
matics Contest in which aii schools are 
invited to participate. Details and an 
entry form for the 1982 contest are on 
the back page of this issue of SMP 
News.

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in 1080 the government announced that 
it intended to move to a single system 
of oxamrnlng at 16+. a single system, 
not necessarily with common papers 
for all candidates, administered by five 
groups of the existing GCE and CSE 
boards (with at least one GCE and one 
CSE board in each group! and designed 
to grade the same spread of ability (the 
top 60% of the ability range in any 
subject) as the present GCE and CSE 
are designed to cover. 

Many teachers have asked whether 
there will be an 'SMP' mathematics 
exam in the new Bystem, just as scien- 
tists, for example, have wondered 
about the future of Nuffieid science ex- 
aminations. There is at present an SMP 
0-level available through all GCE . 
boards, but no similar arrangement ex- 
ists for CSE. So an SMP examination in 
the new system would involve a sub- 
stantial change. Secondly, while there is 
no Intention, under the new system, for 
different modes of examining to dis- 
appear (SMP O-level is really a Mode 
2 examination), and while 'freedom of 
access' by any school to the examina- 
tions of any group of boards is to be 
maintained, two questions arise: 

How far Is sny 'national* examination 
(e.g. some form of extension of the 
present SMP O-level arrangement) 
feasible bearing in mind the possible 
size of the candidature and the prob- 
lems of moderation for any coursework 
component? 

For how long should a 'project' ex- 
amination exist? 

if these questions seem to raise doubts 
about a possible SMP exam, we must 
sat against them one- fact of which 
evBry teacher of mathematics is aware. 


Examinations at 16+ 


by John Hersee 


teachers of mathematics believe to fa 
essential. And, although timed wrlttSS 
papers are the most conventional 
method of examining, coursework and 
project work have not been forgotten 


and to which attention has been drawn 
by HMI. Mathematics examinations at 
16+ exert a very strong influence In 
secondary schools both on the 
mathematics taught and on how It is 
taught. A good course can ba distorted 
by a bed examination. For this reason, 
the SMP's primary aim Is to see that 
schools following SMP courses have 
available an appropriate examination at 
10+. That means an examination which 
follows the aims end spirit of the 
course and which exerts a beneficial 
effect on teaching. 

It is too early yat to say how this aim is 
to be realised. Some, at least, of the 
groups of boards may feel that they can 
- and should - offer such an examina- 
tion to schools in their 'territories': the 
SMP would wish to help them in any 
way possible. As early as 1972 the 
SMP, in collaboration with the Oxford 
and Cambridge Examination Board and 
the Southern Regional Examination 
Board, set up a working party which 
was later reconvened to produce a sug- 
gested syllabus and specimen papers; 
these were then circulated ■ to all ex- 
amining ‘ boards and a sample of 
schools for comment. Since the govern- 
ment's announcement lest year a num- 
ber of discussions have taken place In- 
cluding a meeting between representa- 
tives of the GCE boards and of the 
SMP. On 6 October a meeting at the 
Schools Council Involving GCE and CSE 
boards will consider the role of project 


examinations in the new system. A con- 
ference in May this year attended by 
teachers, examiners and SMP authors 
reviewed what the SMP had already 
done and gathered views and informa- 
tion which will be essential If the SMP 
is to contribute effectively to the de- 
velopments which the new system will 
require. In the light of comments from 
schools and these discussions a revised 
syllabus has been produced and pos- 
sible patterns of examination papers are 
being considered. There is a strong 
feeling in the majority of the comments 
we have received that it Is Impracticable 
and unrealistic to envisage the same 
two written papers for the whole ability 
range to be examined, indeed, there is 
general agreement that the same sylla- 
bus cannot be used for ail these candi- 
dates. Ab a result, the latest version is, 
in effect, three 'nested 1 syllabuses, and 
the possibility of pairs of papers for 
different ability bands is being dis- 
cussed. 

Any scheme of assessment wiil produce 
Its own difficulties: common papers 
lead to candidates facing unsuitable 
questions; a choice of papers may In- 
volve the risk of wrong entry. For this 
resBon these are not the only schemes 
under consideration. For example, a 
system of ‘graded tests' is being dis- 
cussed: one attraction of this is that 
It could easily be extended to provide 
some certification for pupils below the 
official 60% cut-off, something many 


What should teachers 
do? 


Several of the groups of boards are 
already developing mathematics sylla- 
buses and specimen papers, soma of 
which may be converted into operation- 
al schemes before the official starting 
date for the new system. Teachers us- 
ing SMP courses (and others, too, of 
course!} should find out what their 
school's 'own' boards are doing and 
comment to them on any schemes 
proposed. We will let schools know 
about any developments towards a speci- 
fically SMP scheme in the new system 
by circular or through SMP News as 
soon as possible, in the meantime, if 
you have views about what you would 
like to see In the new system, or com- 
ments on what the SMP should do. 
please write to me at the SMP office! 
All that I have said applies particularly 
to existing SMP courses, but much of it' 
is also relevant to the new SMP 11-1$, 
The authors of that course are actively 
involved in discussions about suit- 
able examinations to follow it in the 
new system.

'.needs with the machines available at 
the time of choosing. 

■ Ask : yourself whet use you want to \ 
make of the computer.’ After you've 
bought It you will certainly want to do 
more. You can always, in time, buy 
another computer but you don't Want to 
make an expensive mistake with the 
first one. So try to think aheBd.

Processor & keyboard: This Is the box 
that' does all the tricks. The keyboard ', 
could be separate from the tricks or it 
could be on top of them (In which case 
it often looks as though you've only got 
: a keyboard!}. 

VDU. (Visual display unit): Sometimes 
this comes with the computer, some- 
times as an extra. You may be able to 
. use an ordinary television instead of a

Printer: You will probably be more con-* 
earned with spaed, price and reliability 
than with quality of output. 

Cassette recorder: It is a bit difficult to 
do without one: this Is the cheapest 
method of storing programs for future 
use. It is built In to some micros, but 
usually any cassette recorder you have 
lying around will do. * 

Disks; A more expensive storage sys- 
tem, but very much quicker and more 
versatile than cassettes. They are either 
hard or floppy (the first very expensive) 
and either min) (61A Inch) or full-sized (8 
inch). Mini floppies are what - most 
schools buy. • 

HUG (High resolution graphics): This (s 
simply tha ability of your micro to draw 
more detailed graphs, pictures etc. The 
: 'resolution' Is the number of Individual 
dots you can draw across the Bcreen of 
your TV or VDU horizontally and verti- 
cally.

A-level computer -sclenoe: " W you 
"havdh't a micro already you are unlikely 
to start teaching A-level as soon as you 
get one. But If you do teach A-level 
then file handling Is a vital part of the 
course.. For this you need input and 
output facilities,. hence the need for 2 
recorders, or disks. 


Computer-assisted learning (CAL): 
Programs to help pupils learn In various 
subject areas. Many of these do not 
need high resolution graphics, but It 
seems very likely that more use will be 
made of this facility In the future. 
Computer-managed learning: Using the 
computer to keep a check on pupils' 
progress and to suggest directions for 
future study 

Administration, Including arranging op- 
tion groups, helping with timetabling, 
making appointments for parents' even- 
ings, writing begging letters to raise 
funds for a computer, filling In Form 7 
etc. ate. My advice would be don't: 
you'll need every second you can gat in 
order that pupils can make full use of 
your computer.

Early algebra in SMP 11-16

Research at Chelsea College has shown that chil- 
dren's grasp of algebra is alarmingly Insecure. In the 
first of a series of articles by writers of the new SMP 
11-16 course, Spencer Instone describes how by 
adopting a less abstract approach In the early years It 
is hoped that more pupils will eventually gain a 
secure algebraic understanding. The Illustrations, re- 
duced in size and lacking their colour, are reproduced 
from the ■ draft version of the course. 

There are many ways in which a letter may 'stand for' 
a number, for example 


x+5=8 
x is a 
particular 
unknown 
number.

In introducing 'letters for numbers' we have chosen 
to concentrate on the second of these uses of algeb- 
ra. It is easy to teach pupils to use x In the first way, 
as a particular unknown, but approaching algebra as 
a whole from this point of view can lead to difficulty 
later on (the school leaver who asked 'pleape, but 
what was x, MIbs?'). 

We wanted the work on variables to be based on 
pupils' own 'experimental results': indeed, we felt 
that thiB was essential If many were not to get lost 
Immediately. We needed a situation with two sets of 
related numbers. Our first thought was to use chains 
of squares made with matches and to relate the 
number of squares with the number of matches. One 
difficulty with this approach is that the number of 
squares builds up naturally one at a time. We shall 
see shortly why this is a difficulty. We eventually 
decided to use numbers arising from patterns of red 
and white tiles. The pupil is asked to put out various 
numbers of red tiles, then to place white tiles around 
the red In a particular pattern. Here the red tiles have 
to be reproduced as grey.

Concentrating on these early 'stages is time well 
spent. A firm grasp of auen concepts will enable 
pupils to progress more quickly and more surely 
later; for this reason, the contraction of rx4 to 4r is 
delayed. Time for assimilation, together with continual 
reference to r as 'the number of red tiles', .will, we 
hope, prevent children from thinking. 'that 4r stands 
for '4 red tiles'. 

We have not neglected the use of letters as particular 
unknown numbers in equations. We decldea to adopt 
a practical ’balancing' approach, to aquation .'solving.

Simone de Beauvoir is not even 
mentioned in Christopher Robinson’s 
guide to French literature in the 
twentieth century.

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T\icholsky, Hnrvdth and Brecht - in 
perhaps that order of courage - were 
all three cast in the same mould of 
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defiant literary criticism of prevailing 
politics. And who can doubt that 
today Qiill and Dtirrenniatt, with 
their biting attacks on society, are 
not in the same category? And of 
the Horspiel authors in Marie Burg’s 
anthology. Wcyrauch, Ahlscn. Jens. 
Klose and Lenz at least must he 
included amongst the courageous up- 
holders of the same tradition. That 
(he first volume in German Litera- 
ture ami Society should be Bryan 
Grenville’s perceptive and sympaihe- 
tic study of Tucholsky (1S90-I935) is 
most opposite. 

This great satirical writer figures 
prominently in anthologies in Ger- 
many where the critical climate from 
the sixties onwards hns particularly 
favoured a corruscatingly provocative 
wit that, strangely enough, we have 
been slower to appreciate: Though, 
as the title implies, the book is con- 
cerned with more than the satirist, 
let us hope that this study helps 
towards n general resurgence of in- 
terest in the “great mocker". 
Tucholsky always ran the danger of 
being himself ridiculed by the ex- 
aggerated scale of his attacks. 
According to him, not only had the 
country of Dicfuer tmd Denker be- 
come that of Richter und Henke t but 
the German language itself was so 
stupid as to be worthless ["Deutsch 
is aoD. He admitted in Wax Hnrf.Hr 
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is dof'). He admitted in Wto Half die 
Satire'? chat he indulged in extrava- 
gant caricature, but all was grist to 
his mill: social democrats, national 
socialists, the army, bureaucracy, 
business and, in particular,' the 
judicinry. 

Bryan Grenville devotes half his 
study to Tucholsky’s all too short fife 
and his theory and practice of- satirer 
An examination of the two short 
love stories leads us 10 the “ironic 
sentimentalist", after which the au- 
thor discusses Tucholsky as a literary 
critic writing chiefly for Die Welt- 
biltme. The most difficult task is 
obviously selecting some of the cri- 
tic’s mordant aphorisms and longer 
satirical passages. Amongst the latter 
I would like to have seen extracts 
from Der KontroUierte, Warum 
stehen, Werbekunst and also his short 
poem “Danach”. The author empha- 
sizes how this remarkable man was 
two generations ahead of his time in 
ms views on abortion, homosexual- 
ity. prison reform and literary cen- 
sorship. Tucholsky undoubtedly had 
blind spots, but no study of the 
Weimar Republic could be complete 
without detailed knowledge of the 
man called by Walter Laqueur the 
most brilliant and most fertile Ger- 
man satirist since Heine".

Wienerwald touches on Horvath's 
' other work, including the immediate 
and lasting success of (he novel 
Jugend ohne Gait, probably his 
greatest work and (he one for which 
the author will chiefly be remem- 
bered. The editor of the play stresses 
the devastating power of cliches. Too 
little attention has been given to the 
fact that Hitler's hypnotic power 
over his audience during his ranting 
speeches was largely due to the fren- 
zied reiteration of a string of clichfis 
hammered home to his equally 
frenetic listeners. 

In Geschichten aus dent Wiener- 
u ‘aid there is no character develop- 
ment and little (rue communication. 
In Jugend ohne Colt the reader is 
impressed by the careful, economical 
use of language and the individual’s 
passionate struggle for the right to 
think and act without political res- 
traint. The powerful impact of the 
play on the other hand is not due to 
any direct message but to the cathar- 
tic effect on a reflecting audience of 
Ihe verbose outpourings of these 
Viennese Kleinbilrger. What easy 
prey for Hitler were these pathetic 
conformists for whom originality of 
expression did not exist and whose 
entire mode of thought and life was 
based on meaningless colloquialisms 
and second-hand cliches! In the 
novel we have the assertion "Die

As Hugh Rank warns, we must 
not be misled by the boringly 
meaningless nature of much of the 
language.

There is much to ponder 
on both In the play and the editor’s 
excellent introduction. My only cri- 
ticism is that most students would 
prefer the notes to be listed, 
together with difficult vocabulary, by 
pages Instead of cumulatively.

Birmingham, an impresivc resources 
centre at Newcastle Polytechnic, and 
the “ITMA" (investigation into 
teaching wirh microcomputer assist- 
ance) project at the College of.

There are links between these and 
other such centres,, enabling teachers 
to develop, with professional gui- 
dance where necessary, their own 
programmes, which can be stored in 
a databank for national distribution 
by telephone. 

King Edwards’ computing exper- 
tise has also led to a fruitful rela- 
tionship with local industry. One 
sixth-form programmer relates how 
he devoted a month of his spare time 
to devising a program for a nearby 
tube-bending factory, which trans- 
lates complex customer requirements 
into -a set of instructions fbi* a 
machine and provides an instant 
costing. Both the factoiy’s turnover, 
and the school's insight into industry, 
benefited as a result. 

A quite different approach to com-' 
puting is illustrated by the boys' pub- 
lic school, Oundle, where the private 
enthusiasm of maths teacher John 
Coll over a twenty-year- period has 
led to computers being accepted as a 
normal, often essential part of school 
life. 

All first-year boys receive a four- 
day block “familiarization” course, 
and the large numbers of converts 
thus, produced have access to the 
.labs and equipment (much of it 
home-made or “serbunged”) until. .7 
pm. Keen student programmers even 
offer an advisory service for teachers 
of all departments.

One clear caveat emphasized by 
participants and narrator alike Is that 
no teacher should buy a micro with- 
out first knowing what it will be used 
for, then seeking expert advice on 
hardware. The programmes them- 
selves do not attempt to provide this 
sort of advice, nor do they venture 
into the minefields of jargon, prog- 
ramming languages or the rudiments 
of computer operation. 

As they stand, the two parts of 
Micros in the Classroom provide a 
useful antidote to some of. the mpre 
sensational speculative programmes. 
Had they been : transmitted 18 
months ago, a number of schools 
might not have rushed into buying 
unsuitable . hardware. There are 
tentative plans for further program- 
mes in the series; meanwhile, parts 
one and .two offer an accessible in- 
troduction to a subject which will tie 
covered in. great practical depth by 
the BBC's forthcoming “computer li-. 
teracy" course. > ’
